DEPORTED WEST BANK MAYORS INTERVIEWED

[Text] In a telephone interview with Al-QABAS, Muhammad Milhim said weakly but 
firmly: "We will go back." 


Muhammad Milhim and his colleague Fahd Al-Qawasimah were contactedin the "quiet 

room" in the UN building where they are continuing their sit-in and hunger strike. 

Milhim, who described their residence as beautiful and centrally heated but without a 
television set, said that he and his colleague had each lost about 5 kg since they 
went on the hunger strike. Milhim stressed that they will continue their hunger 

strike until their goal is achieved. 


Milhim seemed to regain some of his strength when he realized the phone call was 
from AL-QABAS in Kuwait. Milhim replied by saying: This is wonderful. We know 
that our issue is the issue of all Arabs." 


The two deported Palestinians stressed that the Palestinians will resort to all pos- 
sible means to restore their rights including strikes, demonstrations and even 
armed struggle. Milhim noted that he and his colleague this time chose a peaceful 
method which, he added, was not a new direction in Palestinian political activity. 


Milhim added that fasting is one of the means available and used by many people who 
are oppressed and wish to acquaint the world with their case. The Arab mayor added 
that, had there been a serious Arab stand and a strong Arab will, we would not have 
re sorted to the international organization whose resolutions are usually rejected 
by ereel. 


Al-Qawasimah and Milhim indicated that the purpose of their sit-in in the United 
Nations is to acquaint American public opinion, which is blinded by the Zionist 
propaganda, with the Palestinian question and to prove that the Zionist state which 
claims to be democratic is not a state of law. They added that Israel disregarded 
the ruling of the Israeli Supreme Court on the question of their deportation. 


The two mayors added that through their hunger strike in the UN headquarters and 
through their contacts with the U.S. news media, they were able to acquaint American 
public opinion with their particular cause and the rights of the Palestinian people 
in general. 











Milhim indicated that he and his colleague hope they will return to their homeland 
soon. He added that "the ball is now in the UN court" and that they did not go on a 
hunger strike because they believed Israe] would permit them to return home. He 
stressed that they knew Israel would not permit them to return home, and thus they 
will continue struggling until they are allowed to return. 


Al-Qawasimah and Milhim denied the reports that Peres, the leader of Israeli Labor 
Party, had promised they would be permitted to return after he assumed power. The 
Arab mayors affirmed that they did not meet with any Israeli official, whether in 
the opposition or the government. Milhim added that during their stay in the 
Israeli prison--when their case was being st ‘ied by the Israeli court--they were 
not permitted to talk to anyone. Israeli journalists were not allowed to visit 
them in jail. 








The two deported Palestinians stressed that they refuse to negotiate with the Israeli 
Labor Party even if it offered them permission to return to their homeland. He 
added that Palestinian leaders in the occupied territory refuse to negotiate with 
Israeli officials. He indicated that the PLO is the sole legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people. 


On the resolutions passed by the Israeli Labor Party on the Palestinian problem, 

the two deportees said that the Labor Party was the one that started building Is- 
raeli settlements on Arab occupied soil. It was the party which violently suppressed 
the Palestinians and was never prepared to recognize Palestinian rights. The mayors 
added that the Labor Party, whose leadership had never changed its policy, was 

never serious in dealing with the Palestinians inside Palestine or with Jordan and 
Palestinians outside Palestine. The deportees stressed that Likud and the Labor 
Party are both Zionist parties with exactly the same goals but different methods. 
They added that the Labor Party's resolutions were aimed at throwing dust in the 

eyes in order to threaten the entire occupied land. 


Al-Qawasimah and Milhim stressed that they both refuse to accept Jordanian repre- 
sentation. Milhim said: "We accept only one thing: the Palestinian people must 
have their own independent state with defined relations with neighboring Arab coun- 
tries, including Jordan." 


Milhim added that Palestinians are unionists. 


The Arab mayors noted that King Husayn of Jordan has declared that Jordan cannot take 
the place of the Palestinians and that the PLO is the sole legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people. 


On U.S. Senator Charles Percy's statement that a Palestinian state must be disarmed 
and associated with Jordan, the two Arab mayors said that the final decision on this 
matter will have to be an Arab Palestinian decision. 


Al-Qawasimah and Milhim confirmed that they have had no contacts with any U.S. of- 
ficial, whether in the Carter Administration or in the administration of President- 
elect Ronald Reagan, except at a meeting held with U.S. envoy to the United Nations 
Donald McHenry because he was the Security Council president, to whom they had to 
explain their case. Milhim stressed that this was the only topic discussed with 
McHenry.

[Excerpts] QUESTION: Can you assess the present situation in Lebanon? 


ANSWER: Ask President Sarkis. I am not an expert on the situation in Lebanon; 
ask the Lebanese president or prime minister. 


QUESTION: I am asking you about the situation in Lebanon because Lebanon is an 
Arab country and because of the situation in the Arab countries. 


ANSWER: I am not supposed to interfere in the Arab states’ internal affairs. 
QUESTION: But some Arab countries are accusing you of precisely that. 


ANSWER: If they are indeed accusing us, I think they are doing us an injustice. I 
believe that the latest events in Western Beirut give ample proof that we are very 
keen on [supporting] the legal authority in Lebanon as well as stability and secur- 
ity because we have extended every facility to the legai forces--whether this re- 
fers to the Lebanese security forces or to the Arab Deterrent Forces [ADF]. I 
have been very happy ever since a firm grip began to be established 10 days ago-- 
even against our own forces. I am against encroachments because I myself do not 
practice them. Only undisciplined elements practice encroachments and they should 
be punished. Whenever I discover that one of our soldiers has overstepped his 
bounds, I go after him. I think that you remember what happened in Sidon. I 

took a very hard decision: that we would go out of Sidon, perhaps as far as the 
children's hospital. I refused to allow even our military vehicles to pass through 
Sidon. Despite this, neither the Israelis nor Sa'd Haddad stopped their air, land 
or sea shelling of Sidon. 














QUESTION: You do tot mencion the Palestinian fighters even though easteia Beirut 
is accusing Lebanon's Muslims of being under Palestinian control. 


ANSWER: Lebanon's Muslims? First, I reject these semantics. Who are the Muslim 
and who are the Christians in Lebanon? As a Palestinian, I reject these terms-- 
first because they do not exist as far as the Palestinians are concerned, and 

second because the war in Lebanon was not between Christians and Muslims. If that 
had been the case, Tony Franjiyah would not have been killed, and the ‘Ayn al-Safrah 
and the ‘Ayn al-Rummanah massacres would not have taken place. If you consider these 
events, you will reach the conclusion that more were killed in eastern Beirut than 
were killed in all previous incidents. 





QUESTION: Does this mean that you consider the war in Lebanon devoid of any sec- 
tarian element? 


ANSWER: Of course. Ever since the beginning, the war was not sectarian. The Le- 
banese war was a U.S.-Israeli plot against the Lebanese and Palestinian people. I 
have proof of this. 


QUESTION: Kindly elucidate. 


ANSWER: The first proof comes from the talks I had with late Yugoslav President 
Tito on 5 December 1974. At that time, he said to me: 3 days before you came to 
visit me, Henry Kissinger came to see me and told me that the Rabat resolutions 
proved that all calcula.ions had been wrong. At the time, Tito warned me. I have 
recorded these talks and so have the Soviets and the Yugoslavs. On 21 February 
1975, Ma'ruf Sa'd was assassinated in Sidon. In less than 2 and 1/2 months, the 
plot began to be implemented. For more specifics, I refer you to (Roger Moreck's) 
Memoires. He was a member of the CIA's higher echelons and worked for a long time 
with Kissinger. In his memoires, he recounts the U.S. role--or involvement--in the 
dirty Lebanese war against the Palestinian and Lebanese people. 





QUESTION: President al-Sadat is still insisting that the talks with Israel should 
not end with the restoration of the Egyptian people's rights. He wants to keep the 
door open to include the Palestinian people's rights. 


ANSWER: This is a fig leaf. Do you know what the fig leaf is? It is the only 
leaf with which al-Sadat can cover his nakedness.

PLO AIDE ON ARAB-EUROPEAN DIALOG, U.S. POLICY

[Interview granted by PLO Execucive Committee member Dr Ahmad Sidqi al-Dajani to 
AL-HAWADITH correspondent in Paris--date no*= specified] 


{Excerpts| Dr Ahmad Sidqi al-Dajani, member of the PLO Executive Committee and one 
of the most prominent Palestinian personalities, is known in PLO circles as "the 
man of dialog with Europe." He has played a major role in making the PLO's voice 
reach Europe through his contacts with che European countries. He also has raised 
in PLO circles the slogan that "1980 is the year of the PLO's diplomatic penetration 
of Europe." 


Dr al-Dajani As head of the Arab side to the "“Arab-European dialog” meeting which 
was held in » -° vember and which was of particular importance because the Buro- 
pean side for the tirst tims accepted that the dialog could deal with political mat- 
ters. For this reason, and in view of the European diplomatic moves, the interview 
with Dr al-Dajani is of particular significance because it sheds light on the atti- 
tude of these countries toward, and their future role in, the Arab-Israeli conflict 
and the Palestinian problem. 


AL-HAWADITH met with Dr al-Dajani in Paris during the international symposium on 
Jerusalem held by the general secretariat of thc Islamic conference organization in 
which Dr al-Dajani represented the PLO. In a corner of one of UNESCO's large halls 
we had the following dialog with the PLO's number one in Europe. 


AL-HAWADITH: You led the Arab side to the recent Arab-European dialog session last 
November in Luxembourg. Did it appear to you through the Arab-European dialog, 
which this time covered political aspects, that Europe is willing to play and cap- 
able of playing a political role to solve the Palestinian problem? 


Dr al-Dajani: We as Palestinians are now moving within the Arab-European dialog 
as part of our Arab nation. We have accepted this formula that has governed the 
dialog since its inception. I must say that what our nation wants from this dialog 
is also what we want. Therefore when I talk about the Arab-European dialog I will 


be talking about Arab aims in it. I must say that all the Arab countries he’ \- 
lectively affirmed the unity of their objectives in this dialog: We want Fi» »* ‘o 
play its role in the political field in tackling the Palestinian problem ami. «<,ce- 


fore, we must take part in the diplowatic efforts to achieve a just and comp:: .en- 
sive peace in the Middle East. 

















In the past, when the idea of a dialog came into being, Europe wanted the Arab- 
European dialog to give priority to the economic aspecta while we Arabe looked at it 
more comprehensively and gave priority to the political aspects, owing to our 
belief that progress in other aspects depends on the propitious climate eatablished 
by progress in the political aspect, Therefore we would like Burope to play ite 
role, which we believe ie an important one in reaching a juet and comprehensive 
settlement in accordance with the many UN resolutions on the Palestinian problem 
and the Middle East crisis. 


AL-HAWADITH: Does your position ae PLO representative on the Arab side create 
difficultier with the Europeans, and did the Europeans object to your leading the 
Arab side to the dialog last November?’ 


Dr al-Dajani: 1 do not think there was dissatiafaction on the Buropean side be-~ 
cause 4 PLO representative was leading the Arab side. Otherwise the meeting would 
not have taken place. We are accustomed in the dialog not to impose our views on 
one another. The meeting was echeduled for a specific date and the Buropeans knew 
that the PLO was echeduled to chair it. I would like to say that the Buropean coun- 
tries had previously expressed their attitude toward the PLO in a practical manner, 
as well as toward what we call de facto recognition of it, when EEC envoy Gaston 
Thorn came to the Middle East and met sith PLO chairman Brother Yasir ‘Arafat in 
the PLO's official offices in Beirut. Therefore there is no question of the Buro- 
peane' objecting to the PLO's participation as an official delegation leading the 
Arab side at the Arab-European dialog. 


1 must say that the recent Arab-European dialog meeting in Luxembourg and the PLO's 
leadership of the Arab side at it came at a critical moment when Presiden*-elect 
Reagan was making his statements. The meeting was an implicit public retort by 

the Europeans refuting Reagan's allegations that the PLO is a terrorist organization. 


AL-HAWADITH: At the beginning of 1980 you said that this year must be the year of 
the PLO's penetration of Europe. Do you believe that the PLO has achieved during 
this year the European penetration you called for? 


Dr al-Dajani: Im fact several brothers in the PLO have cooperatdéd in the effort to 
achieve the idea of the PLO's penetration of Europe. Our work in Europe has been 
carried out on several levels simultaneously. i had the honor of representing the 
PLO at the Arab-European dialog and I gust say that we now have good relations with 
several European governments and with various European bloce and parties. 


With regard to 1980 and how effective the Palestinian penetration of official and 
popular Europe was, the fact is that this slogan was raised following Brother Abu 
‘Ammar's vieit to Vienna in July 1979. Now after the lapse of 15 months I can say 
that we have pursued this penetration in depth but have not yet achieved what we 
hoped for for several reasons related to the complex inter-European relations and 
to the pressure being brought to bear on the EC by the United States and world Zion- 
iem. Will we succeed in achieving our objectives in this penetration within a short 
period of time? We are resolved to do so. The greater the success in this regard 
the greater the benefit for Europe and Arab-European relations. If success is de- 
layed I believe this will have an adverse impact on Arab-European relations. 




















AL-HAWADITH: Do you believe that President Reagan's entry into the White House 
will affect Europe's stand on Middle East problems, particularly the Palestine 
problem and the PLO? 


Al-Dajani: In fact we are now studying the new situation in the United States. We 
have followed President-elect Reagan's statements during the presidential campaign 
as well ae hie post victory statements. We were diemayed by his statements, but 

at the same time we do not ignore the facts that emerged from the presidential cam- 
paign. The most important of these facts ie that the Jewish vote did not contribute 
to Reagan's success. It is known that 40 percent of tne Jewish vote went to Carter 
and only 30 percent went to Reagan, while 22 percent went to Anderson. We also noted 
that a number of Zioniet figures have failed in the elections and that some of the 
key poste in the administration and Congress will be given to elements that base 
their stands on U.S. interests more than on ‘teraeli interests. We will deal with 
thie administration in the light of ite attitude toward use. Our method is continued 


atruggle. 


With regard to Europe there again emerges the importance of the European role. 

Europe is in a position to influence and not to be influenced. The time has come for 
Europe to clearly estate to the U.S. Administration the facta about the PLO and the 
Palestinian people's rights following the utter failure of the U.S. policy estab- 
lished in the Camp David agreements to solve the Palestinian problem and resolve 

the conflict in the area. Europe has previously done so to a certain extent at cer- 
tain stages, but Europe is now required to move with greater forcefulness. 


AL-HAWADITH: Are you in the PLO prepared to begin a dialog with the United States? 


Al-Dajani: The question gust be put in quite the opposite way. The fact is that 

it is the United states which is refusing to enter into a dialog with the PLO un- 
lees there are preconditions attached to such a dialog with us. We have rejected 

a conditional dialog. As for unconditional dialog, it is open to everybody who re- 
cognizes our existence and our rights. We have already raised this point several 
time at the United Nations. in dealing with us the United States is still acting 
according to the restrictions which Kissinger's policy incorporated in the second 
Sinai agreement in 1975. When the U.S. policy is free of such restrictions then the 
door to dialog will be open.

PLO OFFICIAL SEES NO CHANGE IN ISRAELI POLICY

[Text] Kuwait, 29 Dec (KUNA)--A Palestinian official Monday ruled out the possi- 
bility of any change in Ierael's policy on the Palestine problem if the leraeli 
opposition Labour Party comes to power to succeed the ruling Likud coalition headed 
by Menahem Begin. 


The official, member of PLO's Executive Committee ‘Abd al-Jawad salih said in a 
interview published by AL-RAI AL-AMM Monday "There is absolutely no difference - 
between the Likud and the Labour Party. On the contrary, it seems to me that the 
Labour Party is more dangerous. 


Salih pointed out that the Labour Party headed by Shia'on Peres was the first to 
start the present policy of Palestinians’ expulsion and deportation from their 
homes as well as the policy of demolishing houses and collective punishment against 
the Palestinians in the occupied territories. 


All Zionist parties are one face for the same coin regardless of the contrast in 
their shapes and colours, the Palestinian official commented. 





Salih predicted that the Israelis might carry out assassination operations against 
leaders of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip similar to attempts made on the life 
of Ramallah and Nabulus mayors Karim Khalaf and Bassam Shaka last June in imple- 
mentation of an Israeli plan aimed at liquidation of the Palestinian resistance to 
the Israeli occupation continuing since June 1967.

[Excerpt] Firet, we believe that there is no alternative to Camp David except ite 
fall. As long as it exists, the search for a political solution in the Middle East 
is futile because the Camp David accords have upset the strategic balance between 
us and the Zionist enemy. We are aware that Camp David is, as we said, a U.S. 
strategic equation. If we have to categorize it within the framework of a solution, 
it has created a regional power composed of al-Sadat and Israel] and supported by an 
international power, the United States. A strategic balance able to thwart and 

foil this equation sust be established. 


In order to counter and foil this equation, an intrinsic Arab force, based on a 
strong allegiance with the socialist bloc, gust be established. The flagrant and 
direct U.S. influence in the aggressive act, embodied by U.S. imperialism that pro- 
duced the Camp David issue, makes the presence of a regional Arab force closely 
allied with the socialist bloc, especially the Soviet Union, an urgent national 
necessity to protect Arab independence and bolster Arab steadfastness, and eventual- 
ly to counter the Camp David plots with the required courage and efficiency. 


In our assessment of what we have mentioned, therefore, wecallon Europe to reject 

the Camp David agreements and to adopt an independent stand away from U.S. policy. 

That stand should include recognition of the international legitimacy that asserts 

the firm national rights of the Palestinian Arab people. Of coures, while calling 

on Burope to do this we aleo consider it part of owr political struggle in one of 
important areas of the world.

But as I said, we don't have any illusions on this subject and I don't think that 
any other party in the Palestinian arena has any illusions on it either. Occasion- 
ally, statements aay appear to imply some flexibility, but they don't reflect hope 
as help to clarify the European stand. These statements provide sore 
Arabs who are under the illusion that the antidote will come from 
& certain limit that we can't exceed. In other words, as long 
as Europe is under the "HATO" umbrella led by the United States, the most it can 


do is provide advice to the United States and try to form a joint stand that takes 
into consideration all Western interests in the Middle East. In essence, such a 
stand must contradict the U.S. strategy of which NATO policy is considered an

in particular, has imposed iteelf and it is a tangible fact that was recognized by 
the Arab world at the Baghdad summit and the lelamic conferences. They all acknowl- 
edged the positiveness of the Soviet etand.

[Commentary by Yehoshu'a Tadmor" “After a Long Freeze the Talks Between the 
PLO and Jordan Resumed" | 


[Text] The dialogue between Jordan and the PLO representatives was recently 
resumed after a long suspension which has almost turned into a rift in the 
recent Arab summit in Amman. The initiative for the resumption of the talks 
and the cooperation was given by ‘Arafat and the Fatah leaders, while the 
extremist terrorist organizations of George Habash, Nayif Nawatimah, Ahmad 
Jibril and other small pro-Iraqi organizations oppose this move. 


Yasir ‘Arafat has taken advantage of the recent easing of tension between 
Damascus and Amman and sent to Jordan Hamid abu Sittah. Abu Sittah is not a 
first line Palestinian leader and is lower in status than Abu Jihad who form- 
erly represented the Fatah in talks with Husayn over the aid to the West Bank. 
The lowering of the level of representation apparently was intended to reassure 
Damascus and to avert adverse reactions to the political significance that Jor- 
dan could attribute to the move. 


Apart from its political significance the resumption of the talks is particu- 
larly important to the West Bank Palestinians who receive funds for different 
projects in Judea, Samaria and Gaza, which are deemed important by both 
Husayn and ‘Arafat and are financed by anti-Israeli elements. 


‘Arafat has always attached much importance to his partnership with Husayn on 
these issues, since they constitute a primary channel of influence for the 
Fatah. 


The dialogue was stopped some 3 months ago due to Syrian pressure. On the 
eve of the summit the road to resuming the dialogue seemed to be paved by 
‘Arafat. but Damascus torpedoed this move by opposing the summit. 


Pr. ally enough, King Husayn too wished to resume the dialogue and the 
c . .on which give legitimization to his activities in the territories. 
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Somewhat surprising ie che shift in the stance of Damascus from strong oppo- 
sition to passive acceptance. The Syrians have appareatly reached the conclu- 
sion that the PLO could serve as their channel of influence over Jordan's 
policy in the territories, and later on it may influence possible future 
political moves. 


Now that Damascus has given its consent to the resumption of the dialogue, 


it hopes to make the best of all worlds: the PLO, the resumption of the 
dialogue with Jordan, and to gain more sympathy on the inter-Arab scene.

MEETING BETWEEN SYRIA'S AL-~ASAD, NABULUS MAYOR

[Excerpts] President Hafiz al-Asad today welcomed struggler Bassam al-Shak'ah, 
mayor of Nabulus, in his country, Syria. The president received struggler al- 
Shak'ah at the gates of the presidential palace when he arrived at the palace at 1315. 


Talks between his excellency the president and struggler al-Shak'ah focused on 
conditions in the occupied territories. Al-Shak'ah outlined our people's conditions 
under the occupation and the struggle of our fellow-citizens in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip which aims at forcing the invaders out of the territory and estab- 
lishing an independent Palestinian state. On behalf of our people in the occupied 
territories, al-Shak'ah expressed pride in Syria's principled and firm stands in 
support of the Palestinian people's struggle under the PLO. He also praised His 
Excellency President Hafiz al-Asad's stands which stress the Palestinian people's 
rights and repeatedly reflect a principled commitment to defend these rights.

SYRIAN BA'TH, YAR OPPOSITION PARTIES ISSUE JOINT STATEMENT

[Text] At the invitation of the Arab Socialist Ba'th Party National Command, a 
YAR National Democratic Front delegation led by Comrade Yahya al-Shami visited 
Syria between 12 and 20 December 1980. 


The delegation was received by Comrade ‘Abdallah al-Ahmar, Arab Socialist Ba'th 
Party assistant secretary general. It alsometwith the National Progressive Front 
in Syria and held talks with an Arab Socialist Ba'th Party delegation led by Comrade 
Muhammad Haydar, National Command member and head of the foreign relations office. 


The talks were held in a warm, fraternal atmosphere, expressing full understanding 
of the nature of the struggle waged by the Arab nation and its pan-Arab and national- 
ist progressive forces against imperialist, Zionist and reactionary designs in the 
Arab region. 


The joint statement on the visit, which was issued today, says: In their discussions, 
the two delegations reviewed all joint aspects of the struggle. They concentrated 
particularly on the current political situation in the Arab homeland and on the chal- 
lenges facing the Arab nation as a result of the vicious imperialist, Zionist, re- 
actionary attack, which reached its climax in the Camp David accords and their 
treasonous results. 


The two delegations also focused on the nature of the struggle in the YAR arena and 
on the blatant conspiracies and interventions in Yemen's affairs by the reactionary 

agent forces, represented by the Muslim Brotherhood gangs [passage as heard) and 

their supporters, who are champions of Camp David. 


The Arab Socialist Ba'th Party delegation expressed its appreciation of the import- 
ance of the phase through which the Democratic National struggle in the YAR is pase- 
ing. It affirmed the need to support this struggle waged by the national progres- 
sive forces in the northern part of Yemen, under the National Democratic Front, to 
develop the Yemeni society, to achieve democracy and national sovereignty on their 
own land for the people's masses and to put an end to the external forces that in- 
terfere in internal matters, thus ensuring a peaceful and democratic solution to all 
current problems and achieving unity of Yemini soil.

The statement expressed strong condemnation of the Camp David accords and of all 
attempts to liquidate the Palestine cause, to impose capitulation on the Arab nation 
and to subject the Arab region to imperialist, Zionist hegemony. The statement 
affirmed the need to continue the struggle with all available means to defeat these 
accords, to liberate all of the occupied Arab lands, to support the pan~Arab stead- 
fastnese and confrontation front, to increase its capability and to strengthen the 
Arab unity and solidarity among nationalist and progressive forces throughout the 
great Arab homeland. 


The statement praised the unionist step taken by Syria and Libya. 


The two sides also strongly condemned the new treasonous role played by the King of 
Jordan, who tried to succeed in this role under Arab cover by means of the Amman 
meeting. They also condemned his unsuccessful attempt to undermine the PLO's 
leading role and to replace the legitimate Palestinian representation, so as to 
permit him to play a new al-Sadat role in the Arab region by liquidating the central 
cause of the Arab struggle.

The statement praised the progressive role of the PDRY, led by the Yemeni Social- 
ist Party. The statement also praised the party's continuing confrontation of the 
imperialist and Zionist conspiracies in the region and ite support for the Arab and 
international forces of national liberation.

COMMENTS ON U.S.-PLO PROBLEMS--Kuwait, 28 Dec (KUNA)--"As long as the United States 
continues to believe that it can liquidate the PLO, it will never recognize it," 
said Fatah Central Committee member Hani al-Hasan in a statement to the Kuwait paper 
AL-RA'Y AL~'AMM, published today. He added that the "United States is still con- 
vinced that it can liquidate the PLO, and for this reason we must not entertain any 
illusions about any American contemplation of recognizing the PLO." The United 
States will not recognize the PLO and the Palestine people, he said, "until it feels 
that its interests force it to recognize the Palestinian presence and that it has 
no plan open to it for liquidating the PLO in the foreseeable future." Hani al- 
Hasan said that a group of "Israeli assassination experts" has arrived in the east- 
ern sector of Beirut, which is dominated by the rightist militia, to carry out a 
campaign of assassinations against the Palestine resistance leadership, believing 
that the resistance would collapse if a number of its leaders were killed. "But," 
he added, “they have not yet learned that the problem of the giant people, the 
Palestinians, lies in the fact that they have too many leaderships."

KUWAIT PAPER INTERVIEWS ISLAMIC LEADER CHATTI

[Interview with Habib Chatti, Islamic conference organization secretary general, 
by Iadnan Nasrawayn in Paris--date not given] 


[Excerpt] Paris--(Question] What are the matters that concern the Islamic organi- 
zation most at present? 


[Answer] I would require many hours to enumerate the matters that concern the 
Islamic organization at present. Unfortunately, we do not have so much time today. 
However, the Islamic organization is facing several issues on which the stability of 
the Islamic area and also of the whole world depends. We have the task of finding 
suitable solutions to these issues. I will sum up these extremely serious issues 
as follows: the Palestine issue, the Middle East conflict, the Iraqi-Iranian war, 
the Afghan crisis and the question of energy which concerns the entire world. Thus, 
you can see how serious our task is and the issues we have to tackle. 


Regarding the Palestine issue and the Middle East crisis, the Islamic organization 
works through Islamic summit conferences and contacts with international parties in 
international forums in order to achieve diplomatic victory for the Palestinian 
cause and the Middle East crisis so that the world, in its turn, will bring pressure 
to bear on Israel, which is pursuing an aggressive policy in the Middle East, to 
compel it to work for the achievement in the area of a just and lasting peace that 
must guarantee the withdrawal of the Israeli forces from all the oecupied Arab 
territories and, the recognition of the Palestinian people's legitimate rights which 
are endorsed by international norms and principles. We also demand Israeli with- 
drawal from Arab Jerusalem as a necessary basic condition for any peaceful settle- 
ment in the area. 


[Question] It is known that since the outbreak of the Iraqi-Iranian war, the Islam 
ic organization has played a mediatory role between the two disputing parties. You 
have personally visited Baghdad and Tehran several times for this purpose. What 
progress has this Islamic mediation made so far? 


[Answer] The Iraqi-Iranian war is a blow to all the Islamic states and the Islamic 
organization of which Iraq and Iran are members. For this reason we believe that 
we are the only ones able and qualified to mediate to halt this war, which consti- 
tues a calamity for the area. The big powers are vying for this area and waiting 
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for the right opporunity to contain it and achieve thelr ambitions in it. Through 
the [slamic organization we have exerted much effort to etop thie war, We have also 
contacted the disputing parties. However, | frankly eay that we have not yet been 
able to bridge the vast gap which separates the two sides and which precludes the 
possibility of their reaching an understanding. Despite the fact that the Iraqi 
and Iranian sides have accepted the lalamic wediation, the situation continues to 
be very difficult and the attitudes of the two sides continue to be wide apart. How- 
ever, we will continue our efforte in thie connection, I fully agree with Prench 
President Giscard d'Estaing's call at che outset of the Iraqi-Iranian war for only 
Islamic mediation between the two sides because any interference by either of the 
two superpowers would complicate matters and expose the area to foreign designe, 
especially because the area concerna the whele world due to the fact that it ie the 
basic source of of] and occupies an important atrategic position in international 
relations, For thie reason we implore Almighty God to grant us success in stopping 
the bloodshed and in sparing the area the horrors of major conflicts, the conse- 
quences of which no one can deny, should other international parties intervene in 
the Iraqi-lranian war. 


[Question| What ia the attitude of the lelamic organization to the Soviet invasion 
to Afghanistan, which is an islamic state and which was a member of the Islamic 
organization, and ia Afghanistan etill «a member of the organization? 


[Anewer] The iesue of Afghanistan concerns the Lelamic organization immensely. It 
is worth noting that as soon ae the Soviet forces invaded Afghanistan, the Islamic 
organization held an emergency meeting of the Ielamic foreign ministers to discuss 
the etluation. We then issued a unanimous resolution condemning the Soviet invasion 
of a member state of the Islamic organization and called for the immediate with- 
drawal of the invading forces. In order to achieve this objective, the Islamic 
organization took several wide diplomatic steps in international circles and at the 
Security Council. We also contacted the Moscow leaders to persuade them to with- 
draw from Afghanistan. Despite all this, we were unable to persuade the Soviets to 
withdraw. However, we in the Islamic organization have defended and continue to 
defend Muslim Pakistan and we will never abandon it. We shall continue our en- 
deavors with all the international sides and the parties concerned to achieve a 
Soviet withdrawal and give the fraternal Afghan people their right to determine 
their own fate without foreign interference in their internal affairs. 





As for the Islamic organization's recognition of the present regime in Afghanistan, 
we do not recognize the present Kabul government because it was set up under Soviet 
military occupation by the Soviet military. For this reason, the seat of the Afghan 
representative at Islamic conferences will remain vacant until the Afghan people 
regain their sovereignty and choose their government freely. 


[Question] Since we are discussing the membership of the Islamic organization, what 
about Egypt's membership? 


[Anewer] The Egyptian people are part of the Arab and Islamic nation. We in the 
Islamic organization are anxious that the Egyptian people should remain so. We 


are saddened by the fact that following President Anwar al-Sadat's signing of the 
bilateral agreement with Israel while Israel continues to occupy the Holy City of 
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Jerusalem, we were compelled to suapend Egypt's membership of the Ielamic organisa- 
tion, We regard this as 4 temporary measure, Egypt will regain ite membership in 
the organisation as soon ae ite political leadere change their etand regarding the 
Arab and lelamic issues. 





[Question] What about the two international symposiums on Jerusalem and Islam which 
were held in Parise? 


[Anewer) I believe that the two symposium have achieved their objectives: the 
firet symposium drew the attention of the French public and, through them, the 
world public to the seriousness of the Judaisation measures which the lIeraeli wili- 
tary occupation authorities are taking in the Holy City in a manner that ie threat- 
ening the future of the Islamic and Christian holy places and the historic and cul- 
tural features of the city with extinction. 


That international symposium was very eucceseful because we were able to assemble 
political, intellectual and religious personalities from various countries within 

the framework of UNESCO. Discussions took place among the conferees on the histori- 
cal and political aspects of question of Jerusalem in an atmosphere of friendship and 
understanding. Those who attended the international symposium unanimously empha- 
sized the Arab character of Jerusalem and denounced the Zionist measures taken against 
our holy places in the city. The international symposium aleo stressed that the 
question of Jerusalem is linked with the Middle East tesue, with the fate of the 
Palestinian people and with a comprehensive, just and peaceful settlement in the 
Middle East. 


On this occasion, | must point out that the question of Jerusalem is the key to a 
just peace in the Middle East and that no peace can possibly be established in 

this area unless Arab sovereignty over Jerusalem is restored. Israel's continued 
defiance of the international will and its continued Judaization of Jerusalem and 
the occupied Arab territories constitute a threat to world peace and security. 
Therefore, in order to preserve world peace and security the new American administra- 
tion is called upon to adopt a just stance regarding the Middle East issues--a 
stance that would ensure a comprehensive and just peace in the Middle East in ac- 
cordance with the principle of the need for leraeli withdrawal and for the recogni- 
tion of the Palestinian people's legitimate rights as endorsed by the international 
forums and their numerous resolutions. 


As for the second symposium held in Paris on Islam, it embraced Arab, Islamic and 
international personalities for 3 days during which they discussed the principles 

of Islam for raising all aspects of international living standards. Islamic-Christ- 
ian cooperation was also discussed in an atmosphere of fraternity and understanding. 
There is no doubt that this symposium has contributed to opening the way to new 
avenues of cooperation and understanding between the Islamic and Christian com- 
munities. The interests of our people dictate such cooperation, which is good for 
world peace and justice. 


It is indeed cause for satisfaction that the French and international information 
media have followed these two symposiums with great interests and thus contributed 
to their success. 








[Question] What is your opinion of the recent stand adopted by the European atates 
at the Luxembourg conference regarding the Middle Bast and the peace efforts there? 


|Anewer] I believe that [the resolution) issued by the Buropean leaders during the 
recent Luxembourg conference is positive because it falle within che framework of 
the attitude the European leaders adopted during their Venice conference last June 
regarding the Middle East, indicating that the Europeans wish to continue their 
endeavors to find a comprehensive and just solution in the area, especially now 
that the Camp David agreements have failed to find a solution. 


As far as we are concerned, we regard the recent Luxembourg resolution as 4 pro- 
gressive step in the European stand and a step forward in Europe's role for the 
achievement of a comprehensive and just peace in the area. During their last con- 
ference in Venice the Europeans voiced the need to give the Palestinian people the 
right of self-determination. Future European steps will be the official recognition 
of the PLO as the only legitimate representative of the Palestinian people and the 
need for the establishment of an independent Palestinian state on Palestinian land. 


The new American administration must realize the changes in the situation in the 


Middle East which is liable to explode any moment. It aleo gust take all the neces- 
sary stepe to find a comprehensive and just solution to the area's crisis.

[Interview with al-Din al-Shadhili, secretary general of Egyptian National Front, 
on 21 Dec 80--place not given) 


[Text] Damascue--Lt Gen Sa'd al-Din al-Shadhili, secretary general of the Egyptian 
National Front, has praised the Soviet-Syrien friendship and cooperation treaty. 


In an interview he granted to the Voice of Arab Egypt and SANA yesterday, al-Shadhili 
stated that political and military necessities make it incumbent to sign such a 
treaty, particularly following Egypt's withdrawal from the battle with the Zionist 
enemy, which enabled Israel to throw all ite weight on the Syrian front. 


Touching on the eastern front, al-Shadhili affirmed that Syria now stands alone on 
the frontline, particularly following Egypt's withdrawal from the battle and the 
Iraqi regime's involvement in its war against the Iranian revolution. 


Al-Shadhili added: Such a situation made it necessary to bolster such a front with 
a military force that would deter Israel and the United States. Thus, since lerael 
is not alone, it is natural for Syria not to stay alone in the confrontation with 
Israel. 


Al-Shadhilistated that the political consideration that made such a treaty necessary 
is that Syrian stands alone--along with the steadfastness and confrontation front 
states--and that there should be a political ally that would give power to such an 
Arab stand. 


Al-Shadhili then dealt with the deceitful methods being employed by al-Sadat, 
particularly those methods pertaining to the Palestinian issve. He affirmed that 
through all these methods, al-Sadat aims to circumvent the PLO as the Palestinian 
people's sole representative in order to facilitate the procwss of peddling plots 
against it. 


He affirmed the support of the Egyptian National Front for the PLO and the Pales- 
tinian people's struggle both inside and outside the occupied homeland. 

















Al-Shadhili reviewed the policy being adopted by al-Sadat's regime, which is not 
only hostile to the Egyptian people but to the Arab nation. He added that the Egyp- 
tian regime has placed all Egypt's capabilicies at the service of the United States, 
affirming that the military facilities are not mere facilities--as al-Sadat's organs 
are saying-~but military bases. 


He added that the military inatallations which che United States is preparing in 
Egypt, have a continuous and permanent nature. te affirmed that al-Sadat is in- 
capable of deceiving the people of Arab Egypt, particularly since the Egyptian 
Army's soldiers and officers are well aware of che difference between facilities 
and bases. 


Al-Shadhili denounced al-Sadat's attempts aimed at getting Egypt to join the NATO 
ranks, saying: If this should occur, it would be a disaster for Egypt and the Arab 
nation. 





Concerning U.S. policy in the region, al-Shadhili said that policy is not planned 
by a president or party. Rather, he pointed out, policy is a firm strategic course. 
He added that every president or party chooses the course which it finds suitable 
for implementing such a strategy. He affirmed that although the U.S. President- 
elect superficially deviated from the Camp David framework, he will propose a proj- 
ect that would have the same content, only under a different name. 


Concerning the situation in Egypt and the role played by the national front, al- 
Shadhili affirmed that the front's role is increasing day after day. He added 
that opposition polarizes the broadest popular bases in Egypt. He said: The 
Egyptian National Front is considered an extension of the struggle being waged by 
the nationalist elements and organizations, which are increasing and spreading in- 
side Egypt. He added that there is a strong link between the front and the process 
of coordination and organization, which is making the best possible progress. 


In conclusion, al-Shadhili affirmed that al-Sadat is attempting to fabricate illu- 
sory problems in order to divert attention from the real issues. He called on the 
Arab people in Eygpt--workers, peasants, students and military men--to continue 
their struggle in order to overthrow al-Sadat's regime and return Egypt to its 
natural position in the Arab homeland.

[Text] At the invitation of the Society of the Struggling Clergy of 
Tehran yesterday morning, Dr Seyyed Abol Hasan Bani-Sadr, the presi- 
dent and commander-in-chief of the armed forces, Mr Mohammad Ali 
Rajai, the prime minister, and Hojjatoleslam Hashemi-Rafsanjani, 
speaker of the Islamic Parliament, met with representatives of this 
Society at its administrative office. 


At this two-hour meeting, the current issues of the country were 
discussed, It was determined that a committee of the Society of the 
Struggling Clergy investigate the disagreements. At the end of this 
session, Hojjatoleslam Fazlollah Mahaloti, a member of the Society, 
Said: As you are aware, under the circumstances of fighting foreign 
enemies, harmony and unity are essential between the people and the 
authorities of the country. Unfortunately, among the authorities of 
the country, there have been disagreements which have disquieted the 
imam and the Moslem people of Iran. 


Ho jjatolelsam Mahaloti added: The Society of the Struggling Clergy, 
noting these problems, decided to arrange a meeting with the authori- 
ties in order to reconcile and unite tnem.

KHALKHALI REPORTS ON FINES OBTAINED FROM SMUGGLERS 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 7 Dec 80 p 2 


[Text] Hojjatoleslam Sheykh Sadeq Khalkhali, director of the special 
courts for fighting narectics, spoke in an interview concerning the 
revenues obtained through fining smugglers and how these revenues are 
used, 


He said that in the seven-month period of fighting narcotics and 
arresting smugglers, about 1,082,592,300 rials in cash had been col- 
lected. With this money, two public bathhouses for men and women at 
a cost of 40 million rials, a bridge and the Qom dam by the municipal 
office of Mohammad Arab at a cost of 20 million rials, and a 12-class- 
room high school in Juzdan of Malayer at a cost of 15 million rials 
have been built. In addition, the following have resulted through the 
use of the revenues from the fines: 


A technical high school in Azgarbayjan at a cost of 10 million rials; 
20 shops in Malayer to employ addicts and the unemployed at a cost of 
about 5,000 rials; 6 public toilets, a library, a laundry, a school 
for religious sciences, and a center for religious studies at the 
shrine of Abdol'azim to replace the tomb of the former mirpanj /Reza 
Shah] at a cost of about 350 million rials; the completion of the 
religious school of Imam Ja'far Sadeq in Qom at a cost of 40 million 
rials; a guidance school at a cost of 10 million rials; a girls' high 
school in Qom at a cost of about 20 million rials; a hospital in 
Ardehal of Kashan at a cost of 10 million rials; war expenses and 
materials in the west and south at about 40 million rials; aid to the 
families of addicts at about 2,005,500 rials; the reconstruction of 
Dezful and the construction of housing for the poor at a cost of 100 
million rials; purchasing sports equipment for south Tehran communi- 
ties at 650,000 rials; interest-free loans to the families of jobless 
addicts of Darab through the representative of Darab at 1,500,000 
rials; interest-free loans to the families of prisoners at 10 million 
rials. 


This report also states that 20 million rials from the treasury of the 
special courts have been used by the narcotics police to uncover 
narcotics smuggling.

The expenses of this court in the month of Nov-Dec, including the 
Salaries of the special task force and other expenses, came to 
1 million rials. 


Also, about 30 smugglers have been condemned to death by the special 
court for fighting narcotics and their cases have been turned over to 
the High Judicial Council of the State; but the sentences have not as 
yet been carried out. 


Hojjatoleslam Khalkhali said: All the vehicles used by the special 
task force for fighting narcotics must be returned to the court as 
quickly as possible. Also, the confiscated property as well as the 
storehouses of opium, heroin, hashish, morphine, and other narcotics, 
which amount to about 30 tons, will be put at the disposal of the 
High Judicial Council of the State after they are recorded under the 
supervision of the proper authorities.

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MILITARY LEADERS CITE VICTORIES AGAINST IRAQ 
Unconventional Warfare Commander

[Interview with Commander of Irregular War Operations Staff: Dr Ghamran: "The 
Technology of the Army Must Be Combined With the Faith and Self-Sacrifice of the 
Army of Guards") 


/Text/ Dr Mostafa Chamran, the commander of the irregular war operations staff, 
who is managing the guerrilla warfare staff in the Khuzestan region, along with 
Hojjatoleslam Seyyed Ali Khamene'i, expressed his views on various issues of the 
war, the army of guards and the mobilization forces in an exclusive interview with 
KEYHAN. 


Dr Chamran, who, along with Hojjatoleslam Seyyed Ali Khamene'i, is the emam's rep- 
resentative in the Higher Defense Council and is also a representative in the 
Islamic Consultative Council, tried, during this informal, protocol-free interview, 
to describe different matters. It is necessary to point out that we should say 
that the second part of this interview was not completed, since Dr Chamran was 
wounded, and once the suitable physical conditions are available we will present 
the answers to that. 


As the first question, in view of the knowledge Dr Chamran has on the army and army 
operations on the battlefronts, we ask: “Are the army forces adequate in the 
struggle with the army of the faseist regime of Iraq, or not? In the event the re- 
sponse is negative, what other forces have helped the army?" 


Chamren replies, "Saddam Husayn invaded our territory with 10 armored divisions 
complete with heavy armaments which he had prepared some time before. Facing that 
were just two armored divisions; unfortunately their shortages from the human and 
material standpoint were very slight and insignificant /sic/. According to calcu- 
lations by Western thinkers, Iran should have been defeated in 3 days, and indeed, 
if we had wanted just to include the military forces in this balance of forces, 
Iran's defeat would have +r inevitable. However, we have seen that not only was 
Iran not defeated in 3 ¢° ‘hat Iran is becoming stronger every day, and 
Saddam's aggressive forc. aeded toward weakness and annihilation. This indi- 
cates that another force has ‘ered the equation, and this force is without a 
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doubt the nation of Iran, which is rushing toward che scenes of batcle with pas- 
sion, enthusiasm and a world of hope, accepting martyrdom with open arms and creat- 
ing a new spirit and a miraculous fucure for Iran. lc is here chat the value and 
constructive, effective role of the forces of the people appear." 


We say, “Some people nave criticiems against che army; sometimes it is even seen 
that people are placing qvestion marks besides the leaders of the army. What is 
your opinion, in your capacity as a member of the Higher Defense Council and the 
emam's representative?’ Chamran replies, 


"In my opinion the army has performed many services in this battle and one must in 
no way ignore it, especially since no one imagined that that army would sacrifice 
itself and resist to that extent, a fact which was even most amazing to the 
Americans and Western computers. Therefore, through ite share, the army has done 
a big service and we are grateful. 


“Another point which some people do not consider is that this army is not automat- 
ically able to repel the enemy's aggression and attack; its human and material re- 
sources do not permit that. However, a number of passionate and devout young men 
expect that the army will rout the enemy in a moment and display miracles on its 
own part, in accordance with their wishes, and this is contrary to truth and 
reality." 


Dr Chamran then continues, “we must properly understand the limits of the army's 
power and have corresponding expectations of the army. If these limits are proper- 
ly understood, no bruised feelings will be created between the army and other 
fighting forces." 


We tell Dr Chamran, “From your statement, one can infer that bruised feelings ex- 
ist between the army and other forces, probably the Army of Guards. In your view, 
what must be done to resolve this touchiness? How have you yourself resolved it 
in this area, Ahvaz’?" 


The member of the Higher Defense Counc’! says “In my opinion, the army possesses 
a strong technology, namely the principles and science of military conduct; the 
guards are lacking in this technology. Conversely, the Army of Guards is in pos- 
session of a stronger spirit of faith and self-sacrifice, which is also accepted 
by everyone. So far, this dispute has caused the emergence of touchy feelings be- 
tween the two parties, but we believe that the army's technology mst be combined 
with the spirit of faith and self-sacrifice of the Army of Guards, and that is 
practicable only in the context of unity and coordination. Wherever this coordin- 
ation has come into being, it has had extremely excellent results. In Ahvaz, the 
first job of Mr Khamene'i and myself was to create coordination among the various 
forces in the region and that has now taken the form of this staff. We have been 
able to create total coordination among all forces, especially the army, the guards 
and the guerrilla or mobilization forces, eliminate bruised feelings and also re- 
ceive good results." We say, “We hear on the news that other forces are also tak- 
ing part in the war which are sometimes called mobilization, sometimes guerrillas, 
in addition to the army and the guards. Why aren't they merged into the army or 
the guards?” 











Chamran says, "The army has its own forces which it has employed with particular 
rules, The Army of Guards also has other rules of its own, on the basis of which 
ic has organized a number of people. However, there remain millions of other men 
in Iran who are prepared to sacrifice themselves and give up their lives, but are 
not governed by the rules of the army or the Army of Guards. Basically, the goal 
of mobilization is all in all to organize these broad forces of the people which 
have not been drawn into the army and the guards. They are devout forces which 
have their own activities and therefore cannot, and do not want to, enter the army 
or the guards but are prepared to master military instructions, be present at the 
scene of battle for some months and even rush to embrace martyrdom, We cannot ig- 
nore these great, devout, self-sacrificing forces. Therefore the mobilization 
forces have come into being; thousands of them have come to Khuzestan, mastered 
military instructions, and become organized, and a large number of them have also 
gone to the scene of battle, sacrificed themselves, and also offered many martyrs. 
Our greatest job in this staff has been to instruct, organize and lead these mobil- 
ized forces of che people so that they can manifest their devoutness and self-sac- 
rifice on the scenes of battle." 


We say, "Some military commanders believe that the mobilization forces do not have 
adequate discipline and order and cannot be of use. [In light of the experience 
you have, what is your opinion?" 


Chamran says, “In my opinion, working with popular forces requires a special art 
and not everyone is able to work with these forces. I personally have good opin- 
ions about these forces and have witnessed their acts of self-sacrifice and martyr- 
dom. They have also always obeyed me and have put the toughest, most terrifying 
battles behind them. Even the groups of Mr Khalkhali and Mr Ghaffari, which are 
known for disorganization and which no one is prepared to work with, have made 
acts of self-sacrifice in our area and also offered up many martyrs, and one mst 
truly be grateful. In confronting these forces, one must be acquainted with their 
culture, their way of thinking and their feelings, at which point you will see 
what pure hearts and high spirits exist in the bodies of these scattered men. In 
any event, they are an example of the human scope of this country.” 


/Question/ If possible, could you mention some examples of the activities of 
these groups? Chamran says: 


"Since I mentioned Khalkhali's group above, I would Like to give thanks and respect 
to its many martyrs. Out of the group which came on behalf of Mr Khalkhali and was 
sent to Khorramshahr by this staff, which had about 53 people, five were martyred 
to the revolution. In Mr Ghaffari's group such a thing also existed. Another 
group came from the committees in Qom and that numbered about 90 people. When 

Iraq set up a bridge in the Mared area and moved its armored forces east of the 
Karun, this group of people from ‘om moved to the bridgehead area with some offic- 
ers and noncommissioned officers and fought the Iraqis from 0600 hours in the morn- 
ing to 2000 hours in the evening, blowing up at least five or six enemy tanks, 
killing a large number of Iraqi soldiers and offering up 18 martyrs and 40 wounded 
persons. Two of the people in charge of this brigade were also shot and wounded. 
This unequal battle continued from the first light of dawn to nightfall and was a 
model of the willpower and strength of these successful fighting men. 
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"Another battle took place in the Bayyus area near Ahvaz between our forces and 
the Iraqis, Five enemy tanks and a number of thelr soldiers were destroyed but 
out of that group of 11 men, nine of Chem attained wartyrdom and their man in 
charge and commander, Parmand, also received the honor of martyrdom, 


"In another battle, in Karkheh Kur, @ group of National Defense Industries Organi- 
zation fighting men led by 4 passionate young man named Bakhtiari clashed with 
enemy forces and all enemy tanks and vehicles were destroyed. Three brave and 
devout fighting men also were martyred. 


"In another battle, in which everyone was an officer or noncommissioned officer, 
Ll of these bold, powerful fighting men went behind the enemy front and inflicted 
the greatest blow on the enemy, destroying many tanks and personnel carriers; two 
of their beet fighting men also were martyred. 


"These battles of martyrdom and glory are going on every day and night and these 
young people who have no fear for their lives turn their heads from no danger un- 
der any circumstances. Perhaps our greatest problem is that we cannot respond as 
we should and must to their passion and excitement. Most of them, without having 
adequate training, and even without weapons, want to go to receive martyrdom, 
Some of them even want to go immediately into direct confroncation with the enemy 
rather than guarding a trench or protecting a town, and create a popular epic, 
while digging a trench and guarding vital dangerous routes are themselves to be 
considered among our greatest jobs." 


We ask, “Do you give your guerrillas special instructions or not?" Chamran says, 


"On che first days of the fighting, because time was short and because of the enemy 
invasion on the borders at Ahvaz, we were obligated to put young people into the 
battle arena just as they came without adequate instruction, but today we are able 
to give these young people adequaté instruction in a regular camp and eliminate 
their deficiencies. Of course, the more adequate and rich the instruction and ex- 
perience, the more beneficial the results of the job and the fewer the losses 

will be." ° 


Tabriz Airbase Commander

/Text/ At ceremonies held in Tabriz on the occasion of a display of gratitude 
for the self-sacrificing deeds of Flight Maj Manuchehr Mohaqqeqi, Col Parzaneh, 
commander of the Second Pursuit Base of Tabriz, and this pilot gave talks. 


In his statement, Col Farzaneh, pointing out that Khuzestan has become the Gurestan 
(cemetery) of the servants of America, stated, “Iraq not only has not become victor- 
ious, it has in fact been scandalously defeated." 


He also said that there will no longer be any place in the Islamic Republic of Iran, 
whose leaders and people are one and the same, for the superpowers, and permission 
will not be given to America to spy on others by using the soil and resources of 
the land of Iran. 
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Col Parzaneh added, “We in the Lelamic Republic of Iran do not permit America to 
sell us airplanes in a manner whereby we give the money for che planes and pilote 
and they themselves use them in other countries, Today they can no longer sel} 
airplanes to Iran by force in order to place them later at the disposal of Jordan 
and Pakistan. Finally, America can no longer build little cities in Jordan with 
the money of Iran and the heroic Iranians, On thie account we see that America, 
immediately after the triumph of the Islamic revolution of Iran, engaged in conspir- 
acies, began internal fighting, made a military attack on Tabas, and planned a coup 
d'etat to tear the Iranian army apart, A very small number of America's servants 
also rose up within the army, in cooperation with America, and in this connection 
also labelled a number of officers with conviction and faith in the Islamic revolu- 
tion plotters of the coupe. Thus this same Maj Mohaqqeqi epent 14 days in prison 
as a plotter and was then released; finally, in the continuation of this same con- 
Spiracy, the hireling government of Iraq, on orders from the criminal America, com- 
mitted military aggression against Iran and imposed a war on the government and 
people of Iran.” 


In his statement, the commander of the Tabriz base pointed out: “Saddam the Yazid, 
who sees that he has lost the war, has joined hands with the reactionary forces of 
the region so that peace may be established, but the Iraqi government and its mast- 
er America have been blind in their interpretations; we will continue the war be- 
cause we did not start the war in order to make peace.

We, the air personnel, who are the servants of this noble 
heroic nation, must perform the duties of our religion for this beloved nation. On 
this account, we will carry on the war to che point where we are killed and will 
purify Iran of the filthy presence of these dirty persons.” Col Parzaneh declared 
"so far more than 40,000 Iraqi mercenaries had been killed in this imposed war and 
now the hireling Saddam Husayn, that dedicated servile servant of America, is 
ashamed before the people of Iraq to have kil'ed so many of them, to the point 
where no one in Iraq is ready anymore to go to war with Iran, and he has joined 
the ranks of the senile.”

Street) was named, and who erected the sign for that hiowelf, states in these fes- 
tivities, in the course of a talk, "During my missions against Iraqi territory ay 
airplane was hit several times by rockets and about 30 times by bullets, but since 
God has always been with me they had oo effect and I was able to return to the soil 
of my homeland.” He, who has so far carried out 62 air missions in Iraq and the

"On the first day, we began the war against three big countries, that is, America,

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Ma} Mohaqqeqi added, “Now from 800 to 850 Iraqi hirelings are being killed on the 
battlefronte every day. I myself a few days ago while flying saw the bodies of 
about 1,000 Iraqi soldiers in a civer, They could not even take their weapons with 
them and the bodies were floating like chat in the civer.” Maj Mohaqqeqi pointed 
out, “By now Iraq's naval forces have been totally destroyed and 50 percent of ite 
air force has been destroyed. Of its 16 divisions, no more than three or four, 
and two brigades, remain; these are all losses that our ground and air forces, 
guards and popular forces have inflicted or the enemy.” In conclusion he said, 

"I make this unworthy epiric of mine a sacrifice to the dirt under your feet, 


gracious fellow citizens and people of Tabriz, siace thie te the height of pride 
for myself and my family.”

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PROBLEMS IN PURGING MINISTRIES DISCUSSED

{Text} The opponents of the purge are attacking the very nature of the 
purge and they constrain the hands and tongues of its supporters by legal 
restrictions, war conditions and other such pretexts. 


The enemy fifth colummists are engaged in subversion and spreading of rumors. 
They are exploiting this opportunity to undermine such revolutionary organs 
as the revolution courts, and the purge of the government agencies. 


The purged elements openly forced their way into the deputy finance minister's 
office and intended to beat and injure his. 


How long must such mentality prevail in the agencies whereby respect is render- 
ed only to the position and not to the personality? 


Difficulties in the instructions on purging the agencies have led to certain 
shortcomings in the task of purging. 


In the midst of war between the Islamic Republic of Iran and the atheist 
Iraqi Ba'thist regime, the nature of many issues is becoming apparent for 
everyone. For example, a number of people believed that passage of time 
and mere expression of support for the revolution by counterrevolutionary 
elements would justify overlooking of their previous crimes and paving the 
way for their reexamination. You have undoubtedly read in the press that 
a number of SAVAKists were among the arrested rumormongers. Furthermore, 
you must have also heard that in the early days of the blackout, counter- 
revolutionary elements were driving around with beaming headlights and when 
they were faced with protests, they drew their weapons and killed a 

small child and escaped. Again, you must have read in the newspapers that 
the U.S. police had arrested two SAVAKists who had placed a bomb in the 
Iranian students rally in California. 
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The question is: How can one trust a person now who has been brainwashed 
during the satanic regime and assign him to sensitive positions? How is 

it poseible to sit and watch thousands of faithful revolutionary Muslim 

youths remain unemployed in our society or unable to gain access to decision- 
making centers while the elements of the previous regime continue to waste 
millions of our people's money and are permitted to dominate our society 

on the pretext of being technocrats? On the other hand, whenever an opportunity 
presents itself, these people would either deal such a blow which would take 
decades of sorrowful efforts to redress or, at least, they would indifferently 
remain in existence. 


What is meant by purging? These days there is an uproar by supporters and 
opponents of the purge in agencies over ite nature and the manner of imple- 
menting it. In accordance with the orders of the Imam, a number of people 
stress the necessity of such a measure while a few pretend supporting it but 
are in reality opposed to it. Supporters of this measure point out the 
need for a clean administrative system which can be established only by 
virtuous and faithful elements. However, the opponents of this measure 
comprise three groups: 


First, those managers who wish to see their organizations function even though 
sluggishly and/or enmeshed in thousands of sins. 


Second, thoee corrupt elements who do not want to lose their base of operation. 


Third, che apathetic individuals who are impartial toward Ali or Mo'aviyeh 
(‘Ali is the first caliph of the Shi'a sect succeeding the prophet and 
Mc'aviyeh the Ommiad caliph considered an enemy by the Shi'as) and they are 
Oaly interested in earning a living. Opponents of this measure generalize 
a few mistakes and attack the very nature of the purge. They constrain the 
hands and voices of the supporters of this measure by legal restrictions, 
war conditions and other similar pretexts. 


The necessity for a purge law enjoys common consensus. However, our revolu- 
tionary conditions would not permit pressure groups to impose their narrow- 
minded views on the majority and thereby permitting them to create an 
atmosphere against this measure so that they could enact through decision- 
making centers certain laws according to their own whims. These elements 

may even point out to the laws of the satanic regime in this context; 

or they may keep us busy on the pretext of war conditions while they continue 
their corruptness. They may even act as enemy's fifth columnists and engage 
in subversion, propagation of rumors or exploit this opportunity to undermine 
such revolutionary institutions as the revolution courts and the purge 
committees. We have witnessed the result of such undermining acts. On the 
one hand floods of abuses and accusations are filling the pages of newspapers 
and additional complaints are being sent to the parliament, office of the Imam, 
the president and the clergy. On the other hand, the purged elements have 
become so shameless as to attack openly the office of the deputy finance 
minister with the intention of beating and harming him. Also, other such 
elements would shamelessly return to their classrooms or offices in order to 
continue their practice of corruption and distraction of public mind. [It is 
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a cause of sorrow that such opportunism cannot be very easily discarded by 
some of the bureaucrats, so much eo that when the Imam in his historic meeting 
with the relatives of the martyrs, cried out against the negligence by the 
agencies, suddenly the newspapers reserved special pages for the issue of 

the purge and elaborated on it, However, when the deadline for the purge 

came to an end and the hands of the purge committees were so tied by various 
circulars and legal complications that they could not even reply to various 
accusations and sometimes baseless implications, these very newspapers 

opened up columns and under headings of “letters to the editor," "telephone 
calls," “articles received" or "potuts of views" printed articles insinuating 
haste in dismissal and so on. Without drawing a parallel between the two 
situations and begging forgiveness for the comparison, does not this situation 
remind you of the days of the satanic reign? 


When the Shah issued certain decrees such as “our one party government is 
better than dictatorship” and so on, the newspapers would follow suit and 
elaborate on it. Or when His Majesty dreamed that a two party or multiple 
party system was wrong and a one party system was better, then those same 
newspapers would start to praise the clever royal thoughts. Though the 
intention is not to insult the newspapers by this comparison, however, the 
question remains: why were these protests not raised during the purges 

of those days but they have erupted now. How long must such mentality 
persist in the government agencies whereby respect is rendered only to 

the position and not to the personality’ 


If an individual is dismissed from his post or the deadline for his responsi- 
bilities ends, why should he be subjected to individual as well as public 
wrath but if he were to retain his job, why should his position ensure him 
the respect worthy of King Solomon? 


Now let us refer to the protests leveled at the purges and the answer to them: 


First, the duties of the committees entrusted with the task of purging had 
not been solely confined to the dismissal of a member of the Rastakhiz Party 
as the case has been so distorted. The duties of the purge committees, which 
had made great efforts and had produced useful, admirable and honorable 
results, consisted of: 


l. Prevention of corruption and obstructionism (the introduction to the 
directive on purge as approved by the Council of Ministers and the Revolution 
Council). 


2. Preservation and improvement of the propriety of the administrative 
code (introduction to the directive on purge). 


3. Investigating the past records of the SAVAKists, immoral individuals, 
pilferers and the relatives of the Shah (paragraph { of the directive on purge). 


4. Investigating major thefts and embezzlements (section 3, paragraph g). 








5. Activating the environment of government agencies and institutions (section 5, 
paragraph @). 





6. Collaborating with the revolutionary organs in the agencies such as the 
revolution courts and to expedite the promotion of affairs related to the 
revolution, 


7. Rendering assistance to respective ministers or chiefs on various 
administrative affairs, 


Without considering the fact that the purge committees have succeeded in im- 
pounding millions of Tumans for the treasury and they have also prevented the 
continuation of crimes and treason by corrupt elements, unfortunately, public 
opinion is constantly being poisoned against them by the counterrevolutionaries. 
The public is being told that the purge committees are settling privace 

scores for personal reasons. This accusation is not true and the fault lies 
within the purging directive itself. 


The esteemed former premier and his friends who have denounced the purge 
committees and have accused them of being anti-Islamic, anti-nationalist and 
inexperienced, do they not realize that this task had been approved on their 
own initiative? The directive for the purge had been approved during the 
former premier's administration and the fault lies within the directive 
itself. When section 7, paragraph g of this directive prescribes punishment 
for “undermining the revolutionary government" from reprimand to hauling the 
case before the revolution court without defining the term "undermining," then 
what do they expect from the purge committees? 


Let us disregard the fact that most of the purge committees function correctly 
and are meticulously and accurately itwplementing the law. Even when at times 
they find flaws inherent within the law, they try to correct it; but when the 
hands of the implementor are left free, he is not to be blamed, rather the 
legislator is at fault. 


Furthermore, section 7, paragraph f of this directive states: "Those 
individuals who had collaborated with the oppressive system and the Rastakhiz 
Party but the extent of this collaboration as translated into their writings, 
speeches or thoughts has not been determined..." Thus, in accordance with 
the revolutionary or conservative nature of the various purge committees 

and also in proportion to the degree of sensitivity of the position or office 
involved, such judgments as change of positions and demotions up to dis- 
missals were meted out. 


The fact that the purge committees are described as “revolutionary,” is quite 
justified and must not incite the wrath of the corrupt or the surprise of the 
less-informed reformists. They are called “revolutionary"™ because the 
existence of any individual, who was active during the previous regime, within 
the present revolutionary administration would by itself arouse the anger 

and animosity of the people and would undermine their trust toward the present 
government. Thus the solicitation--in whatever canonical or legal way--of the 
trust of the people who cannot tolerate to see the same elements of 

the previous regime in leading positions today, is, in itself a revolutionary 
measures. Furthermore, the sensitivity of the position must also be taken 
into consideration. 
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Thus these considerations lead to the issuance of two different verdicts by 
two separate purge committees. Is it not true that the Imam had emphasized 
more on purging the radio-television organization, the PARS News Agency and 
the newspapers? Thus if having been active for the previous regime in the 
state-run railway organization was to be considered a minor offense, an 
active member of the radio-television organization would deserve to be 
considered as having committed a major offense; particularly so, because 
such an employee would not have been so easily recruited unless he was fully 
trusted by the hateful regime. 


Also in a ministry such as the Ministry of Education from which more com- 
plaints have emanated, the criterion for the purge must be more meticulous 

as it deals with the minds of children. Thus by making use of his prerogatives, 
the pertinent minister issues special orders for the purge for which he 

himself is responsible and not the purge committees. 


We conclude that any criticism must be attributed to the law and the legislators 
and not to its executors, so as not to discourage anyone from braving the 
dangers of underta’ euch difficult tasks in the future. Furthermore, 

by weakening thes« (itutions, we only discourage the revolutionaries and 
embolden the counterrevolutionaries. If haste has been exercised in dis- 
missing the corrupt (which is a prerequisite of the revolution) and certain 
mistakes have been committed the law has provided remedies for such cases 

by the formation of reviewing delegations and there is no need for such an 
uproar--we must still ask what benefits would some people obtain from the fact 
that our agencies should be considered as bread baskets and they should hasten 
to reactivate such bread centers?

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LACK OF MONEY SEEN DISRUPTING ECONOMY

[Excerpts] As nations matured, and as a result of their heroic struggle, coloni- 
alists could no longer exploit them by the old method they used to plunder their 
colonies. They could no longer occupy a country, appoint an adminstrator and 

run the place (meaning plundering them). As a result of revolutions in the four 
corners of the world and the awakening of nations, people could no longer tolerate 
the presence of booted colonialists. For that reason, following World War II, 
imperialism devised new methods in order to continue its exploitation. First, 
colonies were granted superficial independence. Colonies became free nations, with 
their own flags and national anthems. The ruler was no longer an Englishman 
or.... He was a native and the country was a United Nations member. But that was 
all a facade. The fact was that all these nations were economically, socially and 
culturally tied to imperialism, visibly or not, and the rulers did not take a 
single step without their masters’ consent. The most important thing that mat- 
tered for imperialism was, and is, to export capital and goods and plunder the 
"“backward-held" nations. It did not matter how and who did it. Our country, Iran, 
was among these nations in the past, during the shah's regime. What the shah did 
to Iran's industry and agriculture, is well known to all. Our agriculture, which 
was able to even export some of its products, disintegrated altogether and the 
American-made goods filled our markets. At a time, when our farmers had nothing 
to eat, fat American capitalists became richer. As far as our industries were 
concerned, it was an expansion of the assembly-line industry, which imported 
every single part of what was assembled, making us even more dependent every day. 
It is worth it to know that during the revolution, when Iran National plants were 
shut down by the strike of its heroic workers, British Lyland Motors had to lay 
off some 33,000 workers because it could no longer export parts to Iran. 


Oil Again, and Its Role 


After the 1973 Arab oil embargo, this was the second time the importance of oil 
to the West was becoming more evident. During the period of the revolution that 
Iran's oil was kept out of the world market, despite pressure from the United 
States and the West on their satellites to keep their oil production level high, 
prices increased rapidly and doubled to reach the $35.00 per barrel level. This 
was the wholesale price. The spot market price was much higher. 
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This was frightening for the West because oil, which was still cheap, was the 
only source of energy for most of industries in the West. After the victory of 
the revolution, the Western block nations believed that Iran, because of its need 
for cash, will begin offering oil for sale in the world market, on a very large 
scale, and thus will help reduce prices. 


OPEC and Iran after the Revolution 


Immediately after the victory of the revolution Iran announced that it will not 
start on a large-scale production and was going to reduce production. The announce- 
ment, coupled with the unstable conditions in the region, created by the Iranian 
revolution, which was a threat to the oil wells, made the West to begin stockpiling 
oil and asking their satellites to increase their production. The result was the 
increase of Saudi Arabian oil production to a level of 9.5 million barrels of 

oil every day. Iraq also increased its oil production to 5 million barrels 

daily. Their production level increased between 18 to 27 percent. Other coun- 
tires in the area, such as Kuwait, Abu Dhabi, Dubai and other Gulf states fol- 

lowed suit. 


The huge supply of oil that was offered for sale made it possible for the West to 
stockpile the oil it needed for a period of 100 days which caused the prices to 
remain stable. Some countries, such as Saudi Arabia, in order to demonstrate their 
dependence on imperialism, not only increased their production level, they also 
sold their oil at a price below that determined by OPEC. 


Because of the position adopted by these countries, the recent OPEC meeting, 
unlike previous meetings which usually ended in price increase, agreed not to 
hike the prices. It was decided that no country could sell its oil at a price 
of less than $32.00 per barrel. 


Iran-Iraq War and the Reaction by West 


Conditions remained the same until the start of the Iran-Iraq conflict. Western — 
economic circles met the Iraqi armed aggression with indifference at the begin- 
ning. This was because they had agreed behind the scene that a swift victory (by 
Iraq) could not substantiaily change the situation except that Iran would be put 
under political and economic pressure. 


Western indifference was to a point that had prompted a prominent European economic 
expert declare at the start of the Iran-Iraq war that it was not going to have 
any effect on international economic exchanges. 


As it was pointed out earlier, these statements were based on the prediction that 
the war was going to end soon. It was also based on the belief that the conflict 
would not have any effect on oil supply and financial markets. 


But Iran's decisive reaction to the lragqi aggression and the attacks on its 
economic centers resulted in the discontinuation of oil exports by the two coun- 
tries which created a shortage of oil im the world markets. Daily oil production 
before the start of the conflict was somewhere between 2 to 3 million barries 
above the market needs. But the loss of 5 million barrles a day that used to be 
offered by Iran and Iraq has nowcreated a serious shortage in the oil markets. 
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Although some OPEC member nations have, despite their commitments to reduce pro- 
duction, announced that they will raise production to offset the shortage, 
economic experts remain concerned, 


Surplus oil also existed 2 years ago but disappeared quickly after the victory 
of the L[ranian revolution because of production cut. Economic experts fear that 
the present oil supply is rapidly dwindling. 


It had been predicted that a 7 percent decrease in production will create an 
imbalance in the oil markets. We mist bear in mind that if the war between Iran 
and Iraq escalates and the pressure by the super-powers force Iran to close the 
Hormoz Strait in the defense of its legal position, the shipping route of 27 
percent of the world's oil will be closed down. At the same time, the position 
taken by the United States against Iran, because of the hostage crisis, and the 
fs ican elections, may cause disappointment in Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states 
ee ting in their not increasing their oil production. This will make the West 
‘er 2 a serious problem. 


st and Economic Effects of the Conflict 


The weekly TIME magazine, quoting a Western economic source, says that if the 

war between Iran and Iraq continued, and the 5 million barrels of oil these 2 coun- 
tries exported before, was not somehow compensated from somewhere else, the price 
of oil will rise from the present $32.00 a barrel to $57.00 in 1981. The maga- 
zine adds that because the oil price sensitivity to a prolonged reduction in pro- 
duction is very high, the crisis will not only cause a fluctuation in the price 

of this vital substance, but will also effect other economic standards as well. 


For example, the oil price in the world markets jumped from $31.00 to $33.00 per 
barrel immediately after the start of the Gulf war. This sudden increase, obvi- 
ously, did not apply to single shipments and will soon have its effect on the 
long-term agreemeats. 


The magazine then reviews the inflationary effects of the increase in prices and 
the effect of the war on stocks, and cleverly attempts to blame us for the effects 
of a war that had been imposed on us by their own government. Another interest- 
ing point in the magazine article concerns the facts and figures that are quoted 
in relations with fluctuations in the stock market prices. According to these 
figures, the highest jump in prices in the stock markets belonged to that of oil 
company stocks. In other words, no matter what happened, increased or reduced 
production, or an increase or decrease in oil prices, it was the oil companies 
that benefited, filling their pockets even further. 


The real losers are the Third World nations and the deprived people in the 
developed countries. The oil price increase does not hurt oil companies in the 
advanced countries. The advanced countries only raise the tax rate and it is the 
consumer that has to pay. At the same time, the price of the manufactured goods, 
exported by the Western nations to the oil-exporting countries goes up, and thus, 
considering various other economic elements involved, bring them more profits 
than they had before. At the same time, the Third World countries that have 
nothing to offer [for sale] are the real losers and must be supported by inter- 
national financial institutions or by the OPEC Fund. 
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In conclusion, it must be noted that the oil export stoppage from the two coun- 
tires [Iran and Iraq) has once again brought back the memory of the 1973 night- 
mare for the West, and has demonstrated once more the sensitive dependence of 
world's economy on oil. That is one reason for the allout efforts aimed at 
mediating the [Iran-Iraq] conflict and ending the war. The various delegations 
and groups sent to the area, the last of which were representatives of nonalined 
nations, had the same goal. But the Imam and other government officials all 

have declared that mediation and discussions did not mean anything to us. We 
shall not rest until after the last Iraqi soldier is thrown out of Iranian terri- 
tory. We firmly believe that final victory is ours.

The text of the announcement is as follows: As our fellow countrymen 
have been informed, the gradual and continual distribution of sugar 
cubes and sugar will begin on 21 Nov and the distribution of shorten- 
ing on 4 Dec. Since the distribution of the goods needed by the 
entire population of the country would obviously be fundamentally 
impossible all in one day, and the distribution networks would be 
unable to carry it out, all fellow citizens are requested to come 
gradually during the next few days to receive their rations, given 
the war circumstances affecting the country and the production and 
distribution facilities. Also, given the limitations concerning the 
production of shortening and cooking o11 and the shortage of standard 
containers for shortening, shortening will in certain cases be dis- 
tributed in bulk form without containers. 


The NEMH requests all dear families to bear with the present difficul- 
ties resulting from the war forced by foreign powers and the depen- 
dence of the industry and the economy of our country on foreigners 
and to assist the government in carrying out its responsibility for 
the just distribution of the needs of the people. Of course, all 
coupons will be valid until the individuals have obtained their 
rations, as the public has been informed through previous announce- 
ments. 


The NEMH assures you that all goods to be distributed through the use 
of coupons will be put at everyone's disposal within a short period 
of time. It is also requested of all dear fellow-citizens who at the 
present time are not in need of their rationed goods to come to 








receive their rations in later days and weeks, given the fact that 
their coupons will be valid until the end of the present year, 


National Economic Mobilization Headquarters 
Nationalization of Foreign Trade 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 7 Dec 80 p 2 


[Text] One of the most fundamental factors in the unrestricted 
increase of prices is the influence of the middleman over supply and 
demand, Middlemen, with their iniluence over the mechanism of supply 
and demand, in practice change this relationship in their own 
interests and to the detriment of the consumer. 


The leech-like activities of the riddleman arise because of the 
absence of sufficient supervision by the government over the distri- 
bution of goods and, most importantly, because foreign trade is left 
in the hands of the private sector. 


Nationalization of foreign trade, a principle whose implementation is 
of extreme necessity under present circumstances, will eliminate the 
influence of the middleman in all aspects of Iranian trade. 


The unrestricted import of goods inflicts a deadly blow on the growth 
of new domestic industries and every year large amounts of currency 
leave the country to import goods which can be produced within the 
country. 


The nationalization of foreign trade will obstruct those importers 

who import govuds purely for their own profit and in no way take into 
consideration the good of and benefits to the country and the society. 
Hence, at the present time, a large percentage of the goods imported 
by the private sector are either consumer items or items which can 
readily be produced within the country. 


Because trade in consumer goods brings profit in short periods of time, 
the private sector leans more towards importing such goods and does 
not think about the irreparable damage which the unrestricted import 
of these goods inflicts upon the national economy. The main basis and 
the goal of foreign trade when it is in the hands of the private 
sector is merely profit and nothing else. 


When we follow the course of the goods which are imported by the 
private sector, the realities become more clear. 


The first stage in the import of goods concerns the private sector. 

In this case, the importer only thinks of his personal profit and 
basically does not consider what effects the import of goods will have 
on the society. In addition to the economic effects, it has been 
observed in many cases that the importer does not think of the 
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physical and mental well-being of the society. If the import of 
goods is not controlled by governmental authorities, the importer 
will have no fear of importing goods which are hazardous to the 
physical and psychological well-being of the society. 


The second stage concerns the distribution of goods in the society. 
Obviously, the government cannot effectively supervise the distribu- 
tion of goods which have been imported by the private sector. The 
goods immediately move through an organized network of profit-seeking 
middlemen and the poor consumer watches this movement from the end 

of the line without having the slightest influence. Following a 
course which begins with the entry of the goods into the country and 
extends to their reaching the consumer, at every stage they pass 
through the hands of a middleman and the price itncreases continually. 
And the middleman profits, depending on his position along the course 
of the movement of the goods, without playing any role in production. 
Only through influencing the expansive network do middlemen and 
importers fill their pockets like leeches and create a difficult life 
for the consumer. In order to prevent the unrestricted increase in 
prices and consequently an economic crisis in the country, the nation- 
alization of foreign trade must be implemented as soon as possible, 
It must be mentioned that those who oppose the nationalization of 
foreign trade claim that if this plan is carried out, a vacuum will 
be created in the nationwide distribution of goods, a result of the 
elimination of distribution networks, and the government will be 
unable for a long time to take over the distribution totally and that 
the problem will end in the confusion of the consumer. Certainly, the 
mention of such a problem by the supporters of the domination of the 
private sector over foreign trade is intended to make domestic net- 
works and middlemen appear important. The threat of the elimination 
of the distribution network is a weapon which the latter group speaks 
of and uses to prevent the nationalization of the foreign trade plan. 
As it was mentioned above, this plan is in the interest of the 
consumer and is only to the detriment of the middleman. 


The government, in taking speedy steps, can take over all the branches 
of distribution and for this purpose seek aid from all revolutionary 
bases, the people and the mosques. This has been tested during the 
force war of Iraq on Iran, especially concerning the distribution of 
food, and we have obtained positive results.

Customs Proposal

[Text] One of the readers of KEYHAN has offered 
certain proposals to help release imported goods 


about to be destroyed or wasted in Iranian customs. 
These proposals, briefly, are as follows:

1, An exhibition to be organized with the help and under the manage- 
ment of university personnel to sell the goods in various parts of the 
country. 


2. In order to sell the goods which have accumulated at the ports or 
border custome of Julfa, Anzgali Port, Astara, the Port of Imam 
Khnomeyni, Bushehr, and bandar Abbas, the cities of Anzali Port, 
Tabriz, Shiraz, and Bandar Abbas can serve as locations for the sale 
of the goods and local university personnel of the provinces and 
responsible organizations can assist in the management and sale of the 
goods, 


3. The goods located in the warehouses of south and west Tehran can 
be put at the disposal of personnel from the technical universities of 
Iran for quick clearance and sale. 


4, The psovernment customs policy should be that in the center of 
every province at least a customs office should be formed, With the 
speedy takeover of foreign trade (imports and exports) and with 
preplanned caterorization, the needs of every province should be 
assessed and the soods sent directly there, and exported goods should 
be dispatched from the province where they are produced, 


5S. Such a customs policy will free us of futile transportation 
traffic and will have a great influence on the speedy release of 
goods. 


6. The forced war with [rag has shown us recently that we must have 
ports other than the Straight of Hormoz. We must expand and use such 
ports as Chah-Bahar and Gwatar and we must use the ports of Bushehr 
and Lengeh. 


7. In this way, the imported and exported goods will reach the consu- 
mers from the shortest possible distance and at the lowest cost. It 
is hoped thet these suggestions will instigate a movement for con- 
structive and valuable proposals and that practical steps will be 
taxen.

Trade has been interpreted and defined in various ways in various 
schools of thought. Fach school has a different understanding of 
trade. for instance, in capitalism, the goal of buying, selling, 
and trading is merely to accumulate more and more profit. In 
capitalistic societies, selfcenteredness in trade relations has 
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caused trade to deviate from its natural and correct path, which is 
determined by actual and logical Numan needs. Commerce activities 
have changed into profiteseeking goals without any productive work, 
and productive industry and mutually beneficial trade have been 
deatroyed, In the capitalistic syatem, trade does not yield profit 
based on production, Profit is based merely on the transference of 
ownership. Hence, in a capitalistic system, the transference of the 
ownership of a single item takes place depending on the number of 
middlemen, Islam condemns such capitalistic commerce activities and 
forbids any sort of middlemanship or freeloading, because they both 
separate the producer from the consumer and allow the middleman to 
fill his pockets with an improper income without actually doing any 
work. Islam fights middlemanaship because it is not productive, it 
merely seeks to cain a profit, which creates an excessive burden on 
the society. Pesides, as opposed to socialism, which forbids commerce 
considerine it illegal, [slam not only considers healthy commerce 
legal, but it recognizes commerce as the basis of one of the branches 
of production. Islam does not consider commerce separate from the 
eeneral economic and production system. Ar it has been said, produc- 
tion consists of transforming natural resources to respond to human 
needs, Commerce as a word means the transportation of objects from 
one place to another and in a sense it consists of trade which is 
carried out through purchasing contracts. In Islam, commerce is 
synonymous with utilization, because by transporting the wealth from 
one point to another, often new benefits are created, which is a 
certain form of transforming the shape of the material. Hence, 
commerce is considered a kind of productive work. The transportation 
of wealth can be vertical, that is, through the excavation of raw 
materials from the depths of the ground, or it can be horizontal, for 
instance, taking eoods to market for sale. in both cases, the goods 
have been transformed and have been prepared to supply human needs. 
Put from a legal viewpoint, the meaning of commerce evident in 
commercial activities is the transference of rights or ownership from 
one person to another; therefore, its relationship with production 
must be defined. The relationship between commerce and production 
ideologically and theoretically is very important due to the sensitive 
role which commerce plays in general policies and legislation within 
the domain of freedom of thought and rights, which the government will 
secure accordine to the conditions of the time fas published/. 


4is holiness ‘Ali, concerning the importance of utilization, in 
instructions written to Malek Ashtar, the governor of Egypt, said: 

". ,. . Then, concerning the merchants and the owners of industries, 

T recommend to you that you treat them well, whether those who 
utilize their assets in their own cities or countries or those who do 
sO in places other than where they live and are continually traveling 
to and fro, because they attract profit and they are the means of 
increasing wealth; with tneir capital they bring wealth from far- 
away places to the land, to the sea, to the plains and deserts of your 
domain and they provide for the needs of your people from far-away 
places.” In this text, merchants and the owners of industry (the 
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producers) are placed on the same level and both groups are considered 
beneficial sources and the means of attracting goods from far-away 
places and the benefits obtained through the aforementioned groups has 
been explained, Therefore, commerce is also a productive and benefi- 
cial occupation and its benefits are considered productive income and 
not income resulting from the mere transference of ownership. This 
concept also speaks of the legal principle of the authority of the 
government in financial and economic regulations, which makes the 
Islamic position a practical one in dealing with day to day issues, 

It would be helpful to mention briefly here the history of trade, 


In primitive societies in which production served personal consump- 
tion and responded to simple needs, there was no need for the exchange 
of goods, But when production became more complicated, and with the 
division of labor, the appearance of specialization, in which everyone 
became specialized in the production of only one item, trade began, 
One person produced one item more than he needed; he used what he 
consumed and exchanged the surplus for the products of others which 
he needed, Here, both producers were at the same time consumers, 
They both consumed and both produced. The producers of goods 
exchanged their goods directly with one another, Hence, it is from 
this stage on that a third person comes to the fore as a middleman, 
Here, the seller and buyer establish contact indirectly. Here, the 
seller, through the transference of ownership of an item to another 
person, obtains a profit, which is the result of productive work and 
not that of merely the transference of Ownership, since he has bought 
an item from the first seller, taken care of it, and protected it 
until he has found a customer for it. Purchasing an item without 
doing anything with it, then selling it, i8 not allowed, Commercial 
profit should be based on work, Commerce is not merely a legal 
relationship. The work done on the purchased goods might possibly 
change the outward appearance of the item, or perhaps it would not, 
but it would provide transportation facilities or other means to make 
the goods available to the consumer /as published/.

IRAQ, MALDIVES ISSUE JOINT STATEMENT 
JN211845 Baghdad INA in Arabic 1635 GMT 21 Dec 80 


[Text] Baghdad, 21 Dec (INA)--Iraq and the Maldives have reiterated that preserving 
peace and stability in the Arab Gulf area is the responsibility of the area's 
states alone, without any foreign intervention. 


This came in a joint statement issued in the two countries’ capitals today at the 
end of Iraqi Foreign Minister Dr Sa'dun Hammadi's visit to the Maldives. 


The two sides noted that peace, stability and relations of normal cooperation between 
any two neighboring countries dictate mutual respect of the inalienable rights of 

the countries concerned and full commitment to the principles of sovereignty, inde- 
pendence, nonintervention in domestic affairs and establishment of relations based 
on good neighborliness. 


The Maldivian side expressed support for the UN Security Council's recent resolution 
for solving the Iraqi-!ranian conflict. It called upon the two concerned sides to 
accept the resolution. The Maldivian side expressed appreciation for Iraq's ac- 
ceptance of the abovementioned resolution. 


The Iraqi and Maldivian sides condemned the Zionist aggression against southern 
Lebanon, for it constitutes a link in the imperialist chain of maneuvers aimed at 
liquidating the Palestinian people and violating Lebanon's independence and terri- 
torial integrity. 


The Maldivian side reaffirmed its solidarity with the Arab people against all plots 
aimed at liquidating their rights, dismembering the Arab rank and keeping the Arab 
territories under Zionist occupation. 


The two sides hailed the resolution adopted by the nonaligned movements summit 
conference on denouncing the Camp David accords. The two sides asserted that the 
results of the Camp David accords violate the principles and resolutions of the 
nonaligned movement. 


Iraq and the Maldives strongly condemned the racist Zionist aggression against the 
Arab people. They reiterated that there can never be a just and lasting peace 
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without the full and unconditional withdrawal of the Zionist forces from the oc- 
cupied Arab territories, the restoration of the full legitimate rights of the Pales- 
tinian people and the setting up of their independent state on their homeland under 
the PLO, 


The two sides supported the UN General Assembly's resolution which considers Zion- 
ism a form of racism. They agreed that combating racism and racial discrimination 
and all their multifaceted forms is the responsibility of all the world's peoples 
and nations. 


The lraqi and Maldivian sides reaffirmed their support for rendering the Indian 
Ocean a peace zone free of any foreign influence and foreign bases and in harmony 
with the will of the area's peoples and with the UN and nonaligned movement's 
resolutions. 


The statement pointed out that the two sides attached special importance to the 
problems of the deve!o»oing countries, whose economic situations continue to deterior- 
ate. They stressed t\« need to take effective measures for the sake of setting up 

a new international economic order based on equality, justice and progress. They 
also stressed the need for exerting influential and organized efforts to implement 
resolutions that were adopted by the UN General Assembly in this regard. 


Within this conext, the Maldivian side praised Iraq's initiative in proposing the 
establishment of a world fund to assiat the developing countries against inflation, 
with the fund being based on contributions from all the industrial countries equal 
to the annual inflation exported by these countries to the developing countries. 
The two sides called on the countries concerned to adopt and support a practical 
formula to bring the Iraqi proposal into being. 


Iraq and the Maldives expressed their conviction in developing the relations of 
cooperation and expanding their cooperation on the basis of mutual respect, inde- 
pendence and nonintervention in domestic affairs. 


The statement said that the Iraqi minister's talks with Maldivian officials were 
conducted in an atmosphere of friendship and solidarity. It added that Dr Sa'dun 
Hammadi has invited his Maldivian counterpart to visit Iraq.

ARABISTAN OFFICIALS HOLD PRESS CONFERENCE IN BAGHDAD 
JN231632 Baghdad INA in Arabic 1430 GMT 23 Dec 80 


[Text] Baghdad, 23 Dec (INA)--Representatives of the Popular Movement in Arabistan 
stated that they consider the Iraqi Army as "a liberation army," that they welcome 
its entry into the Arab land in Arabistan and that they extend all necessary help to 
this army. 


Speaking at a press conference they held here today in the presence of correspondents 
of various Arab and foreign news agencies, the representatives of the Popular Move- 
ment in Arabistan said that “It is quite natural to coordinate between the \Arabi- 
stan revolutionaries and the Iraqi Army." They stressed that “the Arabistanis 
intend to liberate all the parts of Arabistan which have been occupied by the Persian 
regime since 1925." 


Abu Karamah, a representative of one of the three organizations which attended the 
conference, asserted that the movement's transitional program is based on establish- 
ing the legitimate national rights in Arabistan within the framework of the existence 
of a free democratic state in Iran that may secure all the rights of the oppressed 
non-Persian nationalities. Abu Karamah added that the Arabistan people are a gen- 
uine Arab people, yet they are deprived of practicing the simplest form of their 
legitimate rights. He said that "the Arabistanis’' land is being usurped by means of 
force, and the Persians prevent us from speaking in our own Arabic language. They 
even burn our houses and destroy our farms." Abu Karamah further explained that 
“the Persians discriminate against us and deprive us of the right to hold jobs or 
work in the field of trade.” 


Abu Karamah added that the Arabistanis are deprived of the simplest forms of human 
rights and that the Persians “have burned our houses and markets. They burned the 
marketplace of the Seventh Area, the al-Muhayrasi Marketplace in Abadan and the 
other marketplaces in the city of Ahvaz and (Hasirabad). They have robbed our 
houses in al-Muhammarah [Khorramshahr] and distributed the loot among the Persian 
region. 


Abu Karamah pointed out that the size of the Arabistan region, as it is shown on 
the real map, extends to more than 200,000 square kms, yet they have torn up this 
land and the region's size now amounts to only 150,000 square kms. Abu Karamah 
firmly criticized the world's silence over the crimes of the Persian Iranian regime 
against the Arabistanis. 
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The revolutionary Arabistani official said that the people in Arabistan are linked 
with the people in Iraq by bonds of blood, heritage and tradition and that the Arab 
tribes in Arabistan are divided into two parts, one part in Iran and the other in 
Iraq. He added that Iraq has offered aid to various oppressed peoples, progressive 
movements and weak states in Africa and Asia. Therefore, Iraq's aid to Arabistan 
comes within this framework. He stressed that this aid is without limits or strings. 


Abu Karamah supported Iraq's point oi view regarding the usurped land and waters 
and said that the war offered a good chance for escalating the Arabistani revolu- 
tionaries' operations on a wide scale. Abu Karamah revealed thai entire cities 

and villages in Arabistan have been destroyed, yet this destruction was premeditated 
on the part of the Persian regime. He said in this regard: They have blown up 
buildings over the heads of the inhabitants. 


Abu Karamah praised the treatment being given the Arabistanis in the liberated 
areas, particularly in what is related to restoring normal life to these areas. 


The Arabistani official Abu Karamah asserted that a mass deportation of inhabitants 
occurred in the Arabistan cities before the war and that people have been forced 
to leave their houses. However, scores of families have been able to reach us by 
penetrating or escaping the areas under the Iranian forces' control. He added that 
mass executions, murders and starvation are taking place on the other side, where 
the Persians are practicing racial discrimination. 


Abu Karamah then reviewed the history of the Arab people's struggle in Arabistan 
since 1258, when the tribe of Bani Asad settled in Arabistan. They were later fol- 
lowed by the al-Musha'sha'un tribe in 1400. These tribes stayed there utnil 1840. 
Arabistan was ruled by 37 Arab rulers. Abu Karamah then touched on the reign of 
the Bani Ka'b tribe, which lasted from 1690 to 1925, when the Persian regime's for- 
ces stormed the land of Arabistan. Since then, Arabistan has been an occupied Arab 
country whose people have been subjected to all forms of oppression, compulsion, 
starvation, sickness, poverty and lack of the simplest form of national and human 
rights. 


Abu Karamah then reviewed the history of the -opular upheavals that have broken 
out in Arabistan since its occupation by the Persian enemy. He explained that in 
July 1925, the guards of Shaykh Khaz‘al [an Arabistan leader] started their famous 
upheaval. This was followed in 1928 by the al-Huwayzah revolution, which was led 
by Muhyi al-Din al-Zaybaq. The latter was followed by the port revolution in 
February 1940 led by Haydar al-Tulayl, the al-Qajriyah revolution in 1943, the 
al-Khuza'liyah upheaval of 1944, the Arabistani revolution in 1945 led by Yunis 
al-'Asi and the rebellion of Shaykh Madkhur in 1946 against the Persian regime. 


Abu Karamah emphasized that the struggle of the militant people of Arabistan has 
developed greatly and that this people have sacrificed hundreds of their elite 
youths. The outcome of this struggle is that the Arabistan people have succeeded in 
further strengthening their struggle and forming the political-scientific popular 
organization within the framework of the 1956 Arabistani liberation front. This 
struggle has also taken two lines: one political and the other military. The 

aim of this front is to establish a program for the popular struggle against the 
occupation and to establish national and patriotic rights throughout the soil of 
Arabistan. 








The revolutionary Arabistani official said that he expected chat the lranian regime 
which came after the fall of the shah would accept the legitimate righte of the 
Arabiactanis, yet this regime has faced the Arabistanis with more oppression and 
terrorism. Abu Karamah added: we tried to raise the issue of our rights, and we 
submitted a memo to this effect to the Khomeyni authorities. We even dispatched a 
JOn-man delegation, which held a meeting with former lranian Prime Minister Mehdi 
Bazargan and acquainted him with our demands, but the delegation members returned 

in disappointment. After having exhausted all the methods to make our voice heard 
and responded to, we resorted to armed resistance. This resistance is based on a 
well-studied plan. Touching on the seizure of hostages at the Iranian Embassy in 
London, Abu Karamah said that the goal of the operation was to make the world listen 
to the voice of the Arabistanis. Abu Karamah stressed that the Arabistani strug- 
glers are not terrorists. He also explained that the Arabistani revolutionaries 
intend to start a wide move on the Arab and international levels to make their voice 
heard by the entire world. 


Abu Karamah stressed that the Iranian rulers are ignorant of the just concepts of 
[slam and that they are practicing injustice, oppression and suppression. tHe added 
that the Arabistanis consist of Arabs and Muslims and that they are all Shi'ites. 


Abu Karamah also asserted that the Persians are submerging the Shi'ite Arabistanis 
with blood and that they are killing the Arabistanis’ women, children and elders in 
accordance with an ill-omened design to monopolize supremacy. In this regard, Abu 
Karamah pointed to the oppression of the Arabistani men of religion. He said that 
75-year-old scholar Muhammad Tahir al-Khaqani has been treated in a very inhuman 
way and was led in chains to Qom, where he has been imprisoned together with all the 
members of his family. 


During the press conference, the revolutionary Arabistanis distributed copies of the 
memo which they have sent to UN Secretary General Kurt Waldheim: 


We would hereby like to inform you that our people, who number 3.5 million, belong 
to Arab tribes and have been permanently settling and residing .a the region of Arabi- 
stan, for this is the native and lasting homeland of our people. The sons of our 
people have been joined together by the ties of the same affiliation, the same race, 
the same land, the same language, the same religion and the same history. They 
practice similar traditions and customs and share the same feeling and desire to 
live under a regime that truly represents them and exerts all efforts to bring 
about their patriotic aspirations and interests, for throughout history our people 
have practiced their complete sovereignty over their region. This sovereignty has 
also been recognized by neighboring countries, those far and near, in accordance 
with the norms of international law and th principles of interaction among states. 


Our region was ruled by successive independent Arab emirates until [word indistinct] 
the Ottoman rule. These emirates were represented by the emirates of al-Musha'sha'un, 
Bani Ka'b and al-Muhammarah [Khorramshahr] until the year 1925, when the Persian 
state's army stormed our region by means of force and terrors, thus violating our 
people's liberty and demolishing our region's sovereignty, in order to achieve re- 
gional gains. The Persian occupation authorities employed numerous despotic mea- 
sures. After demolishing the international character of the region, these authori- 
ties cancelled the political, administrative and jurisdical institutions of the 
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Arab rule; announced direct military rule; unilaterally annexed the region to Persia; 
deprived the sons of our people of their civil, political, economic, soical and cul- 
tural rights; changed the Arabic features of the region; organized Persian immigra-~ 
tion to the region; deported the Arab citizens from the region and deprived those 
who remained of their right to learn the Arabic language; robbed the Arab owners of 
their agricultural property; and practiced a policy of racial discrimination against 
them. 


However, our Arabistani people have not yielded to the Persian occupation and have 
been resisting it through the means of successive revolutions and upheavals. Thus, 
several liberation movements have been established to free this people from the 
racist Persian policy and to end this chauvinist supremacy over the region, whether 
through armed struggle or the channels of political action, used to make the entire 
world community listen to the voice of our people. 


We have, throughout the various stages of our struggle, forwarded memos and state- 
ments to heads of the Arab states, heads of the neighboring states as well as to 

the Arab summit conferences, the Arab League, the Arab foreign ministers conferences, 
Arab mass organizations and international organizations [words indistinct] our just 
cause. 


Our people's struggle during the last stage of the shah's reign focued on the ef- 
forts to get rid of him. Thus, sons of our people directly and effectively took 
part in the revolution against the shah and sacrificed greatly to end the shah's 
reign. Our people have thus been confident that their contribution in the struggle 
against the shah will finally materialize their dreams of ending a despotic, unjust 
rule and that the new regime will be fair to them and will return all their usurped 
rights to them. Instead the Khomeyni regime has proved that it is only an extension 
of the shah's regime. 


Thus, instead of recognizing our people's rights, it refuses to even consider our 
demand for self-rule in our region. This regime directs fire at the breasts of 
our people and covers our region with a new tyrannical and terrorist wave. 


This regime practices racial discrimination against our people and is actually as 
oppressive as its ancestor, the shah's regime. This racist policy, which is being 
practiced against our peopie by the Khomeyni regime, will not succeed in weakening 
out will and will not calm our voice, which is calling for the recognition of our 
legitimate patriotic right to establish self-rule in our region determined only 
by the free will of our people. 


As we raise our people's cause before the world community, we call on this commun- 
ity to support us in accordance with international responsibilities and enlightened 
by the spirite of right, the UN Charter and the international declaration of human 
rights and to recognize our people's right to establish self-rule in their region 
and to secure the practice by them of their legitimate patriotic rights. 


These demands are firmly recognized by international law and norms. The inter- 
national community is therefore committed to securing these demands for the var- 
fous peoples of the world, and our peopie, like any other people, have the right 








to enjoy this right, which is further supported by the geographical, demographi- 
cal and historical facta. 


Our people have been and are being subjected to designe that intend to disperse 

them and dissolve their identity and patriotic affillacion. Therefore, the inter- 
national community ie urged to support us in establishing seli-rule in our region 
and helping our people preserve their patriotic character and desaure their legiti- 


mate rights.

[Text] [Question] On the principles of his policy: 


[Answer] A socialist government under my leadership will: 

--establish autonomy in the Gaza Strip; 

~ealter the settlement policy, that is: no settlement in densely populated 
Arab regions; 

--invite Jordanian King Husayn for talks to negotiate on the future of the West 
Bank and in order to solve the Palestinian problem. 


We do not intend to incorporate 1.3 million Arabs against their will into Israel, 
ead to rule over them. 


[Question] On Jordan's participation in the Middle East peace process: 


|Anewer| Recently there have been an increasing number of indications that 
Jordan--despite everything--might find itself ready to open negotiations with 
Israel. Only recently Prince Hasan, the king's brother, declared in an inter- 
view that it is Jordan wich carries the actual responsibility for the West 
Bank residents. I regard this claim to responsibility as completely legitimate, 
because all Arab residents in these regions hold Jordanian passports, and thus 
are Jordanian citizens. 


Israel is seeking lasting peace. The Israeli Labor Party is offering a very 
serious political plan for achieving it, and all it needs is a serious partner. 
It seems to me that this partner is King Husayn. Everything else would mean 
venturing onto the slippery ice of hypotheses, because it diverts attention 
fron the current reality. 


[Question] On the Middle East initiative of the European Community [EC]: 
[Answer] I fear that the EC will propose a solution to the Middle East con- 


flict in complete disregard of the Israeli viewpoint. Naturally, I am asking 
myself where Europe gets the courage to interfere in a conflict without taking 








into consideration the most important ftactors--the more so as in the past, 
Europe as regards other political world problems, has not exactly been very 
successful, If the EC thinks itcan afford to ignore the view and require- 
ments of lerael, it is basically in error.

[Excerpt] Chief of Staff Lt Gen Refa‘el Eytan was going to resign his post a 
few days ago because of the cuts in the defense budget but eventually decided 
to give up this intention. The chief of staff talked the matter over with some 
confidants, including several IDF generals. He did not resign mainly because 
he hopes that several additions could be introduced to the defense budget 

so long as it has not been approved by the binet. 


The chief of staff was also persuaded that “national responsibility" demanded 
that he remain in his post, according to Eytan and senior elements in the IDF 
and the defense establishment, his resigning at this stage might give way to 
an accelerated deterioration in the situation which would adversely affect the 
army and the defense establishment. According to these elements, his resigna- 
tion might turn out to be counterproductive. 


The chief of staff has also in the last few days persuaded another senior de- 
fense official not to submit his resignation and continue internal efforts to 
improve the situation. 


In this context it is pointed out that ‘Ezer Weizman's resignation from the 
Defense Ministry--also provoked by the treasury's intention to cut the defense 
budget about 6 months ago--eventually exposed the defense establishment to more 
intensive pressure and did not ease the situation. 


The chief of staff yesterday spoke with IDF generals on “how to live with the 
new situation following the expected cuts in the defense budget." During the 
debate, the generals noted that a difficult situation would now be created in 
the units and headquarters under their command. 


Following the “initial shock," senior defense officials are now concentrating 
their efforts on preventing the defense system from being severely affected.

POLL SHOWS DECLINE IN ALIGNMENT, LIKUD SUPPORT

The decline i. the Likud's strength stems from the fact that only 23 percent of 
the Likud voters in last elections are now saying that they would again vote 
for the Likud "were elections to be held today." Some 34 percent of the Likud 
voters in 1977 stated that they would vote for the Alignment today and 30 per- 
cent of them abstained from expressing their choice. 


An analysis of the Alignment voters today indicates that only half of them 
voted for this party in the last elections; 20 percent voted for the Likud and 
13 percent voted forthe DMC in 1977. Therefore, it emerges that the Align- 
ment today is attracting more votes among the Likud voters than among former 
DMC voters. 


Another reason for the Likud's decline is that most abstainees are among former 
Likud voters; some 40 pe~ at of the abstainees voted fur the Likud in the last 
elections. 


An analysis of the abstainees also indicates that 11 percent of them formerly 
voted for the Alignment and 10 percent voted for the DMC. Some 20 percent 
of the abstainees did not vote in the last elections.

[Text] The IDF will examine the possibility of abolishing the two IDF para- 
military organizational frameworks--the Nahal [IDF settlement network that sets 
up rural outposts and settlements with soldiers specifically trained for this 
purpose| and the Gadna' [paramilitary training given to youths aged under 18]-- 
and to close the military boarding schools, as steps necessitated by the defense 
budget slash. 


A proposal to abolish certain commands and to cut construction in the Negev to 
an indispensable minimum will be discussed. The IDF troops that will be moved 
to the Negev next year may have to live in tents. 


These issues will be discussed in the comprehensive debates at the general 
headquarters and will be examined by the IDF general and planning branches, 
which are now working on practical implementation of the budget cuts.

They will try to do so piecemeal because they 
are sure no government will "go against the Camp David agreements," spckesman 
Moshe Robbins said.

[Excerpts] Following an extended absence, Mayors Bassam al-Shak'ah and Karim

Concerning their return, security elements are apparently anxious about a new 
and long wave of unrest because both men are known for their uncompromising 
stands and for being prominent members of the National Guidance Committee.

There is no doubt that the National Guidance Committee will receive a consider- 
able boost upon the return of Khalaf and Al-Shak‘ah from medical treatment 
abroad. The movements of all or most members of the committee were restrained. 
In fact, they were confined to within the boundaries of their cities. Neverthe- 
less, members of the committee continued to establish contact among themselves 
through messages delivered by couriers and regional committees continued holding 
regular activities. However, in spite of the contacts and the activities of the 
regional committees, the military government succeeded to a great extent in 
restraining and limiting the committee's activities. In the absence of four 

of the most prominent members of the committee-—-Fahd al-Qawasimi and Muhammad 
Milhim were deported and Karim Khalaf and Bassam al-Shak'ah were undergoing 
medical treatment abroad--the morale of the members of the National Guidance 
Committee--the official leadership of the PLO supporters in the territorics-- 
remained at a low point. 


I: is interesting to note that on the eve of Al-Shak'ah's return, members of 
the pro-Jordanian camp began to refer to him with warmth and tenderness (as 
opposed to their utterances in recent years when Al~Shak'ah was regarded as 
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being devoutly anti-Jordanian=-he has not forgiven King Husayn for expelling 
him from Jordan at the beginning of the 1960's in the course of the king's 
operations against the Ba't) Party of which Al-Shak'ah was then a sember), 
Bassam al-Shak'ah's statements in the last few months have been overly moder- 
ate compared to his previous utterances (for inetance, the interview he has 
recently granted to the popular front's magazine, Al -HADAR, 


The pro=Jordanians claim that al-Shak'ah and King Husayn established friendly 
relations when the king visited the mayor at the Jordanian military hospital 
where he was treated several months ago. According to them, ever since this 
rapprochement was made the king has approved large allocations to various ‘«- 
velopment projects in Nabulus. Al-Shak'ah also reported that Jordan ha © « 
ised large allocations to his city. 


The moderate image that Al-Shak'ah has been trying to convey is apparently part 
of a cooperation campaign with Arab elements, including the PLO, designed to 
soothe Israeli authorities about the mayor's return to Nabulus. The PLO in 
particular wants to prevent Israel from deporti: Al-Shak'ah who, undoubtedly, 
is the most important Palestinian leader in the cerritories today. 


Saseam al-Shak'ah did not abide by the military government's instructions on 
one occasion, prior to his departure for medical treatment in London. He went 
to the Red Cross offices in east Jerusalem where (he wives and morhers of 
prisoners were staging 4 hunger strike. His very appearance there aroused 
tempers and possibly greatly encouraged the strikes. Even prior to the assassi- 
nation attempt against him, Bassam al-Shak'ah stoor out among public figures in 
the West Bank and the Caza Strip although he is not reputed for his eloquence 
and education (he is merely a high school graduate). He won acclaim chiefly 
after the so-called Al-Shak'ah affair (in the aftermath of his talk with the 
coordinator of activities in the territories, Maj Gen Dani Mat, which was in- 
accurately quoted in the press. Al-Shak'ah was arrested and 1 decision was 
made to deport him which was ultimately not carried out). However, even prior 
to this affair, *'-Shak'ah stood out because of his utterances and extraordinary 
actions; for ostance, when he led a demonstration by fellow Nabulus inhabi- 
tants against establishing the Elon More settlement near Nabulus (at the time, 
the military government accused him of “incitement,” “rebellion” and so forth 
and precisely because of this his popularity among the Palestinians soared). 


[TA221524) In contrast with the moderate image Al-Shak'ah is trying to convey 
(although not always; he granted several interviews to Arab and foreign news- 
papers during his hospitalization and spoke about “having to continue the 
struggle” and so on), it seems that Karim Khaicf has become more extremist. 
Khalaf has also in the past made extremist statements. However, in an inter- 
view he granted to the popular front's organ AL-HADAF a few months ago, he 
overdid his acuteness. Not only did he sharply attack the military government 
and Israel but he also criticized one of his friends, Bethlehem mayor Ilyas 
Fray}. Although Khalaf is known as a prominent mayor both in the territories 
and abroad, he carries less weight than Al-Shak'ah who is both accepted by Jor- 
dan and the PLO leadership. To this very day and despite his severe injuries, 








the vast part of the pro-Jordanian eatablishment in the territories is hostile 
toward Karie Khalaf. As mentioned, there is no such hostility toward Bassam 
al-Shak'ah, 


lt seems that there has not been a worse atmosphere in the relations between 
the inhabitants of the territories and the leraeli Government since 1967. The 
return of Khalaf and Al-Shak'ah is, figuratively speaking, like waving a red 
cloth in front of the bull (the Ieraeli Security Forces). Had it been within 
ite means, the leraeli Government would have elected two more appropriate and 
moderate mayors and, had it been within their means, the mayors would have 
elected another government. However, this is how things stand and, at this 
stage, any rash or miscalculated move might cause a deep shock. 


By returning to the West Bank, Karim Khalaf and Bassam al-Shak'ah will fill 
the vacuum created in the last few months. Even if they are expelled in the 
future, this vacuum will be filled--although at a slower pace--by new leaders 
who will emerge in the field. Therefore, it would be 4 mistake to count on 
their possible expulsion in the future as a permanent solution and as an 
anewer to ferment and unrest. We can only hope that both parties show utmost 
restraint in spite of past deep rancor.

WEST BANK JEWS PLAN TO EXPAND SETTLEMENT IN TERRITORIES

[Text] The Council of Jewish Settlements in Judea, Samaria and Gaza yesterday 
set up an organizational framework to push for more settlements and to strengthen 
the economies in existing ones. It will aleo wage a political battle against 
Arab autonomy or the return of parte of the Weet Bank to Jordan. 


The 82 council members representing some 40 settlements ended two days of 
deliberations at Gush ‘Ezyon yesterday evening. 


Some of the plans are designed to take advantage of what are likely to be the 
Likud's last months in power. Despite their criticiam of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin's government, they realize a Labour-led government will be less 
sympathetic to their viewpoint. 





Accordingly, they decided to pressure Begin to drop his pledge to establish 
only 10 more settlements in Judea and Samaria. They want settlements in areas 
they say the govervment has neglected, west of Hebron, and between Shilo on the 
Ramallah-Nabulus Road and Matityahu near the pre-1967 border. Only one settle- 
went, Neve Zuf, has been established in the latter area and no others are 
planned there. 


The council appointed a special team to seek ways to double the Jewish popula- 
tion from 17,000 to close to 40,000 within a year. They a.iso want Housing 
Minister David Levi to devote more funds for construction there. 


etremghten the economic foundations of each settlement, the settlers intend 
© take advantage of the fact that their staunch supporter, Ari‘el Sharon, is 
minister of agriculture. They want to develop plantations and build more green- 
houses and chicken runs. In other settlements they want to develop local indus- 
tries and schools so that members will not have to leave the settlements to work. 


A lega! committee will press for the introduction of as many Israeli laws and 
courts as possible in the areas. According to Ze'ev Friedman, the head of

[Excerpts] Treasury officials say that notwithstanding the great significance 
of the economic cabinet decision to curtail the defense budget to 15.5 billion 
shekels (in 1980 prices), there ie a danger that if che Defense Minietry and 
the defense forces officials decide to struggle against thie decision through- 
out the next year, and do not make an effort to cut activity in real terms to 
fit the budget framework as approved by the government, an intolerable situa- 
tion may arise, which may lead to an explosion after 3 or 4 months of imple- 
mentation. 


What the treasury officials are concerned about is that the Defense Ministry 
may draw up 4 plen for the firet monthe of the budget year, and will rely on 
substantial addition to the budget in the second half of the year. There were 
several instances in the past in which the defense establishment started opera- 
tions that incurred extra budget allocations and then the government was left 
with no choice but to approve the additions. 


In this context the treasury officials note that in the current year the 
defense establishment has an advance cash balance of over 6 billion shekels, 
and even if they make efforts they will be unable to exhaust it until the end 
of March 1980. 


The government sources further say that in the budget discussion over the past 
week, the defense establishment and armed forces leaders behaved in a “worse 
than brutal" manner, and resorted to threats and intimidation in order to per- 
suade their opponents of the justice of their arguments. 


It was also noted that the army officers were using the press and particularly 
the army radio, in order to express their views on the implications of the de- 
fense budget cuts on workers dismissals, on the projects of the Lavi, and 
Merkava tank, etc.

TRADE RELATIONS WITH BAST BUROPE REPORTED

{Text} The following report is about an issue seldom mentioned which, to 
some extent, should be kept in confidence. The reference ie to lerael'a trade 
relation with East European countries. These relations still exist today in 
epite of the almost absolute absence of diplomatic relations. How are these 
relations conducted? What is being bought and sold? What is the extent of 
governmental control by both sides over these relations which seem to ignore 
diplomacy and feelings? Were is Gadi Sukenik's report: 


[Begin recording] ([Sukenik]) Prior to 1967 lIerael had diplomatic relations and 
open trade ties with at least some of the East European countries. Poland 
headed the list of the countries that had active trade relations with Israel. 
After the 6-Day War political relations were severed and Israel currently main- 
tains diplomatic relations only with Romania. 


In contrast, it emerges that the economic relations continue to exist today as 
well in various forme with East European countries. Romania is currently the 
most active East European trade partner in its relations with Israel and it is 
followed by Yugoslavia, Hungary and Bulgaria. Contacts with these four coun- 
tries are described as direct trade relations. Contacts with other East Euro- 
pean countries--Poland, Czechoslovakia, East Germany and the Soviet Union--we 
maintain what is called by government elements indirect or occasional exchange 
trade. 


When we asked Moshe Semadar, the deputy director of the Foreign Trade Division 
of the Ministry of Industry and Trade, he reluctantly consented to speak about 
this issue in general terms. Ultimately, he agreed to enlighten us, first and 
foremost, on trade relations with those countries whose iron curtain is tighter 
than others; for instance, the Soviet Union. 


[Semadar] We know that certain items are exported to these countries within 

the framework of exchange transactions conducted by European companies special- 
izing in this subject. In the framework of these exchange transactions, we 
allow in exchange for Israeli produce--I gust point out that no large amounts 
are involved. I think that total exports to the bloc countries with whom we 

do not have direct trade amounts to $10 nillion a year--more or less proportional 
imports from these countries. 














{[Sukenik| That is to say that the Soviet Union is actually the only country 
in East Burope with whom we do not have any direct relations ae far as trade 
relations are concerned’ 


[Semadar} To the beat of our knowledge chat is the situation. 


[Sukenik]) However, with the Soviet Union, too, we have some sort of indirect 
tiea’ 


[Semadar| | would say that we have indirect ties on an occasional rather than 
4 tegular manner. However, this ia not the proper forum to expand on the issue, 


[Sukenik) Israel selle to East European countries mainly what isa described as 
consumer goods, goods unobtainable in the cold east, such as citrus fruit and 
raw materiale for local production. Among other things, we sell to Romania 
phosphates, chemicals and pesat-control products. To Bulgaria we sell juices, 
canned food and iteme made of plastic and rubber, such as irrigation and spray 
systems. tlerael exports to Hungary citrus fruit and canned food and to Yugo- 
slavia citrus fruit, juices, thread and «loth. 


From the communist countries Ierael mainly purchases the raw materials it lacks, 
but we also buy various consumer goods. From Romania we mainly buy wood pro- 
ducts, meat, steel and chemical products. From Hungary we buy glass and many 
metal products, mainly wire for the electric company. A deal for the purchase 
of steel worth $6 million was made last year with Bulgaria. Israel buys from 
Yugoslavia mainly food products and furniture. From the other countries we 

buy a few goods in the framework of occasional exchange transactions on a very 
small scale. In addition to this, Moshe Semadar is not aware of any direct or 
indirect trade contacts between East European governments and the Israeli gov- 
ernment. 


{[Semadar) Generally, the reference is to clear [word indistinct] by Israeli 
businessmen, both dealing with exports and imports, enjoying the full blessing 
of the government. Of course, the absence of diplomatic relations between 
Israel and these countries prevents the government from playing a more active 
and positive role i. ile development of trade relations with these countries 
because we are actually faced with countries where government's involvement 
with issues of exports and imports is much more intensive than in other 
countries--the reference is to government trade countries where an order from 
above to buy or not to buy may significantly affect the very realization of a 
deal. 


{[Sukenik] Our exporters also feel that the big brother's eye, the Russian bear, 
is open. They realize that, in the absence of political relations, Israeli 
businessmen actually serve as ambassadors or some sort of unofficial commercial 
attaches. They are therefore reluctant to speak openly about their businesses. 
Off the record, these businessmen say that in Romania, Yugoslavia, Hungary and 
Bulgaria they are accepted as equal. They personally introduce themselves as 
Israelis and fully cooperate with official elements and chambers of commerce. 
They receive credit just as any other businessmen and take direct flights from 
European locations to these four communist countries. 














Husiness as usual, there is no special move forward but, at the same time, no 
effort is made to highlight these relations=-businesemen claimed, 


(TA282102|] There are no direct relations with other Bast European countries, 
Both parties mostly use intermediary companies in Weatern Europe while to the 
extent possible keeping Israel's name in the background, The Industry and 
Trade Ministry is aware of the nature of these relations. However, they are 
only ready to disclose a little bit to the radio. 


[Semadar] Exports are done directly with the countries with whom we have the 
most comprehensive and multifaceted trade relations. There is a direct ZIM 
[leraeli Maritime Company] line sailing between Ieraeli and Romanian porte. 
There is a direct line between our ports and the port of Rieka [ Yugoslavia). 
With Hungary, exports go either through Trieste or Rieka but etill directly. 
With Bulgaria we also have direct contacts, With the other countries usually 
exports reach a transition site and go from there to their final destination. 


[Sukenik) The Israeli Government does not prevent ite citizens who want to 
have trade relations with the communist countries, including the ones that are 
openly hostile to us; so long as the reference is to leraeli exports whose 
nature does not require special previous approval there are no restrict ions-- 
Moshe Semadar said. Nevertheless, Israel keeps its eyes open to secure national 
interests. 


[ Semadar] As long as the reference is to Israeli exports that do not require 
previous approval we do not prevent exporters from reaching those markets, 
from selling their products either directly or indirectly. When it comes to 
imports to the state of Israel we distinguish between two kinds of countries: 
countries with whom we have direct and more or less regular trade--imports 
from these countries are usually not restricted unless restrictions pertain 
to other countries in the world as well. Regarding other East European coun- 
tries we impose certain limitations and we actually ban imports from these 
countries unless one of the following clauses which I am going to quote are 
fulfilled: first, against those imports there is at least $1 against $1 worth 
of Israeli exports from Israel; second, that the product or raw material is 
generally not available from any other source or that the raw material arrives 
in Israel for additional processing and is eventually exported again, almost 
in its entirety. 


[Sukenik] Our check revealed that the scope of trade with all the East 
European countries remains the same as prior to the severance of diplomatic 
relations in 1967--imports and exports worth some $70 million a year. One may 
regard this as a freeze. However, considering the absence of diplomatic rela- 
tions and the open hostility shown by most of these countries one may also 
regard this as a nice surprise. Hence, Israel maintains economic relations 
with the communist bloc countries even if these relations are sometimes in- 
direct or reduced as in the case of the Soviet Union. Nevertheless, these 
relations exist. Is there any chance of expanding these relations in the 
foreseeable future? The man in charge of foreign trade, Moshe Semadar, con- 
cludes: 
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|Semadar) Especially in these countries, experience has ehown that if it is 
impossible to conduct relations on the intergovernmental level enabling 4 auch 
deeper examination of new possibilities for promoting trade, then ict is gener~ 
ally impossible tc significantly foster trade in both directiona--this is 
especially important in these countries.

(Suslik) said that several months ago the IAI signed a contract with the 
Colombian Government for the repair and maintenance of Colombia's mirage air- 
craft, and another contract for the sale of three ‘Arava planes. The spokes- 
man noted that after the meeting yesterday, the Colombian defense minister and 
the IAI director general agreed to continue the trade negotiations over the 
purchase of other IAI products in the near future. 


Following the visit the visitor expressed his admiration for what he had seen 
and heard. He said, among other things, “I have seen an aircraft industry 
that is one of the most developed in the world, and I am happy that there are 
ties between my country and your plant. I have seen a variety of products that 
may meet Colombia's defense needs." 


Ever since President Carter allowed Israel to export the Kfir aircraft in 
which U.S. engines have been installed, there has been a growing interest in 
the Kfir around the world. Mexico's defense minister is expected to arrive in 
Israel in mid-January to check on the possibility of purchasing the ¢ air- 
craft. 
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HOUSING CONSTRUCTION PLANS FOR NORTHEAST JERUSALEM

[Excerpts] Housing construction on a scale unprecedented in Jerusalem is to 
get under way within 18 months in northeast Jerusalem. 


Housing “inister David Levi said yesterday that 2,000 units will be started 
annually when construction begins in the summer of 1982. Infrastructure work 
is to start within a few months. 


The new neighbourhood, to be called South Neve Ya'aqov, will link Neve Ya'aqov 
with French Hill three kilometers to the south. It will comprise 10-12,000 
epartments--more than any of the other neighbourhoods built beyond the Old 
Green Line since the Six-Day War. It will also have hotels, some commerce and 
industry, and will be linked to the city centre by a major new road running 
east of the Ramallah Road. 


Plans for the new neighbourhood were outlined to the ministerial committee on 
Jerusalem during a tour that included Gilo and Ramot. The ministers said they 
were tremendously impressed by the extent of building, particularly Finance 
Minister Yiga'el Hurvitz, who will have to find the money for its continuation. 


In the coming decade, an average of 4,600 units will be built in the Jewish 
sector of Jerusalem annually in order to maintain the present demographic 
balance of 72.3 percent Jews to 27.7 percent non-Jews. Two-thirds of this 
construction is to be by the Housing Ministry. Half the ministry's national 
budget for schools and other institutions is being funnelled into the four 
Jerusalem neighbourhoods, Levi noted.

[Text] After an 8-hour session, the National Coneultetive Council [NCC] unenimous- 
ly approved today the draft law of the 1981 general budget. Approval came fo) low- 
ing a thorough discussion by the NCC members of the draft law and of the report 
prepared by the council's financial and administrative committee on the budget 
draft law at five meetings held for this purpose. 


The budget of the coming year amounts to 638 million dinars, as compared to the past 
year's budget of 529 million dinars, an increase of 109 million dinars. 


Aid amounted to 244 million dinars, in addition to the amounts specified for the 
armament fund. 


The council began its meeting this morning under Ahmad al-Tarawinah. Prim inister 
Mudar Badran and the ministers attended the meeting. The session continuec ‘1! 
1800 today. 


Thirty-three members spoke at today's session. At the oucset, the rapporteur of 
the financial and administrative committee read the committee's decision on the bud- 
get draft law, which included the committee's recommendations and observations. 


All the NCC members praised the historic role played by His Majesty King Husayn in 
the successful holding of the llth Arab summit conference and the pan-Arab resolu- 
tions reached by the summit. 


The NCC members also praised the stands adopted by Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Kuwait, 

Qatar and the UAE, since these states went beyond fulfilling their financial commit- 
ments decided on during the Baghdad summit conference by pledging to cover any 
amounts to which Libya and Algeria had committed themselves at the Baghdad summit 
but which they will not or have not paid. 


The NCC members thanks the government for submitting the draft law for the budget 
by the consticutional date, taking into consideration previous recommendations made 
by the council on preparing the draft law and classifying the budget, and the 
government's readiness to discuss freely and fully the drafc law in accordance with 
the principle of: Conduct their affairs by mutual consultation [Koranic verse] in 
order to reach unanimous convictions with regard to the best allocations of revenues 
and expenditures. 
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In their speeches, the members praised the role played by and mission of the armed 
forces and public security organs, which are protecting this dear homeland's soil, 
security and achievements. They called for providing further support for the armed 
forces and for raising their standard, both in numbers and equipment, in order to 
preserve these forces, under King Husayn's leadership, as the bastions of steadfast- 
ness, the \anguarde of confrontation and the nation's hopes for liberation. 


They aleo stressed the need for providing further support for the steadfastness of 
the people in the occupied Weat Bank in their confrontation of the Ziontat occupa- 
tion and settlement and help for them in their steadfastness on their land in their 
homeland Palestine and their continuous work to achieve their legitimate rights and 
remove the nightmare of occupation from their souls.

[Text] Deputy Prime Minister and Foreign Minister Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad yesterday 
began a tour of the Arab Gulf states in order to deliver messages from his highness 
the ruler. AL-WATAN has learned that the ruler's messages contain an ambitious 
Kuwaiti plan for coordination between the countries of the area with the aim of 
laying down a comprehensive strategic plan covering all fields. Well-informed 
sources told AL-WATAN that the Kuwaiti plan was shaped following consultations be- 
tween the gulf leaders after the Lith Arab summit which was held in Amman last 
month. 


Riyadh was the firet stop in Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad's tour, on which he is accompan- 
ied by Ambassador Sulayman Majid al-Shahin, director of his office, and Shaykh 
Salim Jabir al-Ahmad. 


Immediately on his arrival the foreign minister met with Saudi King Khalid ibn ‘Abd 
al-'Aziz to whom he delivered the message in the presence of Grown Prince Amir 

Fahd ibn ‘Abd al-'Aziz, defense Minister Amir Sultan and Second Deputy Prime Min- 
ister and Commander of the National Guard Amir ‘Abdallah. 


The second stop was Muscat, where Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad arrived after spending a 
few hours in Saudi Arabia. He delivered « similar message to Sultan Qubus from 
his highness the ruler. 


The third stop on this lightning tour was Abu Dhabi, where the foreign minister met 
Shaykh Zayid ibn Sultan al Nuhayyan to whom he delivered the ruler's message.

It iano secret also that this pres- 
sure seeks to weaken Syria to the point where it will agree to participate in the 
imperialist-Zionist settlement game, be it named Camp David or any other name chosen 
by the new U.S. Administration under Ronald Reagan.

Syria will continue to hold the initiative in che Arab homeland and in the Middle 
East.

Third: After security forces in Aleppo stormed a Muslim Brotherhood den, killing 
nine terrorists and confiscating large amounts of arms and documents, the royal 
mass media claimed that a big rebellion had broken out against the Syrian regime, 
which used the air force, the artillery and missiles to resist. 


These are examples of what his majesty orders the Jordanian press and media to pub- 
lish. Every citizen in Syria knows that these items are untruthful, fabricated, 
contradict reality and do not even warrant a simple denial. These lies expose to 
the people in Syria and Jordan the shameful role played by his majesty's regime in 
conspiring against Syria and lay bare the hopes and designs of that regime and the 
authors of the conspiracy in Washington and Tel Aviv.

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INTERVIEW WITH MUSLIM BROTHERHOOD LEADERS

[Interview with Muslim Brotherhood leaders Sa'id Hawwa and ‘Ali Sadr al-Din (Bianuny) 
by Clause Bienfait, date and place not given) 


[Text] For the purpose of discussing their revolutionary plane for Syria, the lead- 
ere of the Muslim Brotherhood met at a secret place abroad. Two of them granted an 
interview to DIE WELT in which they, for the firet time, divulged information about 
persons, strategies and objectives of the underground campaign. Lawyer ‘Ali Sadr 
al-Din (Bianuny) is acting as the deputy chairman of the organization. Writer 

Sa'id Hawwa is its chief ideologist. Both have spent many years in jail. 


WELT: What do you think about the present situation in your home country? 


Hawwa: It is unbearable--the godless al-Asad regime no longer accepts any human 
rights. Abductions and arrests without court trials are quite common practice. Our 
brothers are tortured in the prisons, their wives and daughters raped. Mere member- 
ship in our organization is subject to capital punishment. 


WELT: What do you think is wrong about Syria's domestic and foreign policies? 


(Bianuny): On principle we refuse to accept chat the representatives of a minority, 
namely the Shi'ite sect of the Alawites, oppress the majority of the people. All 
key positions in the government, the administration and the army are occupied by 
intimate friends of al-Asad; there is no such thing as equal rights for us Sunnies. 


Hawwa: The Ba'th Party has surrendered our country to the Soviet Union. The Syrian 
people, however, want to determine their own destiny. We neither wish to be a 
satellite state like Cuba nor to experience an occupation like Afghanistan. 


WELT: How did it happen that the controversy between the government and the opposi- 
tion escalated to the point of fighting? 


Hawwa: We had hoped that we could bring change about with peaceful means. But the 
basis for a peaceful solution was destroyed by a ban on parties and the alignment 

of trade unions. When our people subsequently were directly attacked we defended our- 
selves. At first it was defense. Only when it dawned on us that our disconcerted 
enemies only intensified their cruelties against innocent people did we develop a 
general guerrilla strategy. 
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WELT: What does that mean’ 


(Bianuny): It has become a very simple equation in prectice. An assault will be 
the anewer to every mass punishment, to every massacre and every act of holding the 
tribe responsible for an individual's act. But we clearly liquidate only such men 
who are directly responsible for crimes. 


WELT: How many Mujahiddin fight against the regime? 


(Bianuny): Ie is a fiveedigit figure. It seems more important to me, however, that 
the people consider them the saviors and that the people are prepared to make great 
sacrifices for them. The revolutionary spirit can be found in all classes. 


WELT: Who supports you with money, who supplies you with arm’? 


Hawwa: The money comes from donations from Muslim Brothers all over the world, 
and some governments have also come to realize that al-Asad has become an acute 
danger to the Arab cause. It is not difficult to buy armas. 


WELT: Are you prepared to take over? 


Hawwa: Yes, we are. We have merged with other opposition forces to form the 
Islamic Front. We have had contacts with foreign countries for quite some time. 
In a few days the draft of a constitution will be published. 


WELT: What does it contain? 


Hawwa: It contains the principles of an Islamic republic based on many elements of 
a parliamentary democracy. We want to have a separation between the legislative 
and the executive. We want to have religious freedom and press freedom as well as 
independent justice. The freedom of speech and of assembly will be guaranteed by 

a multi-party system. The protection of minorities will be written into the law. 
The people will elect a parliament as the supreme sovereign; neither a man of the 
clergy nor a politician will stand above it. As prescribed by the Koran, private 
property will be the basis of the economy. The country will be neutral and actively 
cooperate with the nonaligned movement. 


WELT: Every revolution needs its symbolic figure. When will you announce the 
identity of your leader? 


(Bianuny): Now. The chairman of the Syrian Muslim Brothers is named ‘Adnan Sa'd 
al-Din; whether he will become our revolution leader, and whether he should live 
abroad in the transition period will be decided soon by the leadership council.

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POPULATION INCREASE LNFLATION CAUSE--Abu Dhabi, Dec, 12 (WAM)--The upward trend in 
the prices of foodstuffs in Abu Dhabi emirate is due to the rise in population 
which has averaged 18 percent 4 year in the last few years, It is aleo due to 

the change in dietary habits and the rise in the per capita income, This is 
revealed in a study prepared by the statistics department of Abu Dhabi Planning 
Department, The study pointed out that one factor for the rise in prices was the 
impact on essential foodstuffs of the law of supply and demand. The study 
statistics on the average prices of food commodities for the period 1976-1978, 
Matar Abdallah, Director of the Statistics Department, said the study issued last 
month was the first of its kind in the emirate. Prices in January and February in 
1976 were taken as the basis for calculating the rise in food prices, He said the 
study revealed that prices rose in 1977 as compared to those in 1976. However, 
the index of prices fell slightly in 1976, Yet, the prices of food commodities in 
the three-year period witnessed an increase, ranging from 0:51 to 18,36 percent.
